1 may taka this opportunity oi adding 
a fow oorreotiona which have como iO’Botioe unco the paper 
was first printed, in addition to those given below on 
page 115 (p. 766 of the JoumaT), the first of which (on 
the Urmiyah Lake) refers to p. 3d, note I, of the present 
pagination. 

In ohapter 7, describing Hum (p. 4S, lino 2S, and 
p. 369 of the Journo^), the Oaatle of Avnik will be foond 
marked, to &e east of Erserum, on the great Map of 
Armenia drawn by Mr. 11. F. B. Lynch. On the same 
page (two lines from below) Z&hnrkl should be Livrig! 
(i.e. Tephrikoi the FauUcian capital) ; and fur 2)h&}k 
Davaiu is tho Yrue reading, a place situated a few miles 
south-east of Eaysariyah ; these places are frequently 
mentioned by Ibn Bihl, an historian recently edited by 
Professor Houtemo, whom I have to thank for these and 
other correotions that be has been good enough to send 
me. Eab or QSh (p. 49, eight linos from below, end 
p. 350 of the Journal), not £^di, is tho true reading, as 
given in Ibn BibT, sod it lay between Til^t and Zilah. 
Zamendu (p. 50, line 10, and p. 361 of the Journai) is 
mentioned by Y^ut and Ibn Bihf and in the Tsamandee

Oednk to the east of Kayearfyah; Tiia A^blicli (oot ^ 
Agh&ch or Tamar AghAcA) Is also given in Ibn BibT, an^

In chapter 14, d^oribing Eirmun, the oorrectioa for 
the position of Slrj^ (p. 76, three lines bolow, and 
p. 630 of tbe Joutmal) has already been given on p. 116 
(p. 766). iiot SOAhU, etc. (p. 81, lino 0, and 

p. 636 ol Ibe J&u)TuU)t is the true reading as givon by 
Major Sykes. It lay south of ^yin (Tsn Thoutand jtfiVM 
in Tei'iia^ p. 406). Tbe position of Tftbas Maslniin (p. 81, 
line 17) can now be 6xed, for the plaoe woe visited hy 
Major Sykes {Im. cii-t p. 307). It lias about fifty milos 
oast of Birjand; it Is still known by the old namo, but 
is Doiv suraamed, from being moetly inhabited by Sunnis, 
Tabas SunnT'Ebrtnah. 

In chapter 17, on Kbnraaun, it may be mentioned that 
the Amir Chupan (p. 83, line 26, and p. 734 of the Jonmai'j 
was tbe celebrated Jlegent of Mongol Persia after the death 
of Uljaytu, during the minority of Sul^iTn Aba Sn*td. 
Further, a Stupid nistoke must be rootifi^, whore, on 
p. 86, line 10 (and p. 737 of the ^otamei), i^Xakim Builpi'i 
(as the name should be read) Is the well-known ydled 
Prophet of Zhuisaran, and the line following ehouJd stand 
thus:—had lived, who was known as the Hoon-maksr 
(Sssandah'Hdh) of Kakhsbah, in Tranaoniana ” (of. LiUraty 
Sietoiy (ifPtrth, by E. G. Browne, p. 319), 

In the Itinarariea a few corrections may. be noticed. In 
Boute III (p. 99, line 4 S.; p. 760 of the Jownai) Iho 
stages are in wrong order. We should read:—'‘from 
Farosbah to the Nil Canal in 7 iarsakhs, possing . . . 
Eutha BabbS . . . to the left of the road ; then, with 
the city of Babil lying ... on the right hand, in 
2 farsakhs to the city of Hillah. Thenoe it is ? farsakhs 





to the city cf KiiikOi,** oto. And u regards F»vlUhah> 
this place ie mcnticnod by Xbn Jubay {T$xt, p. 217), M'Uo 
l^aued it on hie road north to Baghdad. la Itoute XTllI 
(p. 106, line 2S, and p. 757 of the Jotirnal) the town in 
Budghle given as should be read Bavan, othorwiae 
called Bahnah, as given by ‘Yn^ut, i, 704. In Boute XIX 
the latter ^rt ahculd bo ourrooted from rrcdcMOr De Qooje’a 
trenelaticn of the Turkleli text (p. 347) of the JiAHa ifwnd, 
given in Uia work Da9 afu JJcli tks O-tus (p. 112). We 
should road: UasHimep 0 faraakUa to Dih Asrak (Blue 
village), thouoa 7 to ItiikhDahTnithan, thenoo t to Asdni'Mliln, 
thence 2 to the city o| and then 6 to UTgaej.'' 

Pinally, in Itoute XXVTII (p. Ill, line 17 and five lines from 
below, and p. 762 of the Journal), '^’^e city ci whioh 
lay betweon Shlraa and the oout, oppoeito ^ya Island, 
may very likely be identical with the town d Janm 
meutioiwd by Iftokbr! (TVart, p. 106). who writes that of 
the filraf District there were three chief cities, *'to wit, 
Slidf, STajlram, and Jamm," but no mention of thU pkeo 
appears, as far as is known, in any other geographer. 

In regard to the new Map, some places beve had still 
to be marked by numbers, and the names d those must 
bo Boaght, according to their Provinces, in tho lists given 
on pages 20 an^d 26 (Jtwnol, pp. 73, 74).

Hamd-Allah MDtt&T^A and hie tiro prinorpal vorka'^^lia 
bulory called tbe Tdrlkft’i-QusUah, and thel^tfshni-cl-^u/tib, 
vUioh lofib is now mder daacunioQ—were fally octlccd by 
Mr. E. G. Browne in this Journal fzi a paper on “Tl^ 
Sources of Dawlatahah ” (J.R A.S. for January, 1809), and 
moro recently (Ookober, 1900) he hoe given ue a translutio]! 
of the section on the '* Biogruphioe of the Pcr«inn P«icte'' 
from tbe Qiah/ak, with u dotailod account of the emitente 
of that hietoricnl work, of whioh he hopes later oil to publiali 
an edition of tbo Persian text. As a complomuDt ah<l 
eommentury to the (hitifi/i//, tlto geographioul port of tliu 
N'lifuit-ai^KuWf is of ccneidorublo nnportnnce. Purtber» 
end from the point of view of Kletorioal geography, it le of 
special interest, eiace it givos us a detailed description of 
Persia in the age immediately soocceding tbut of tbo travels 
of Marco Polo. The di’st half of the fourteenth oentnry A.n. 
may indeed be regarded as & turning-point in iho Iiietory 
of W'eatern Asia, being a period of comparative calm ccroiiig 
between the epoch* marking conquests cf the Mongols under 
OiienghTa EImn snd the no less revolutionary period of 
conquest by Tiraur. From a geograpUioal point of view 
it was a time of transition. Boforo Ibis wo have the lands 
of lelw under tiie Abbosid Caliphs, ns described by tbo 
Arab goograpbers Xstokhri, Ibo Howkal, and Mukaddael; 
after this thero ii Western Asia, as shown oo our present 
maps, which laet may be held to daU from the ehangse 
eSected by the oon quests of Timur and J>bs subsequent 
partition of bis empire among bis descendants and successors. 

ITearly forty years ago Monsonr Bsrbier de Moynard (cow 
direoior of the ihoU dee Zany»s4 OficntaU$ Vivantts in Paris) 
gave ns the translation of the greater part of tbs goograpbioal 
eoctioQ of tbe in the noties to bis well- 

known Dictionnaire de la Pei'u,' which is based on the

Pune MSS. oF t1\o MH'jtwt-nl-Jiii/dan. Since 186 L the whole 
text of Yitkiit hae been edited by Professor Wiititeufeld; 
also, in his SibHoi^teca &fftt{;r/fp/iorH/n Arabicorum, Profottor 
de Ooeje has now given ns udjnirublo editions of nearly 
aU tho curlier Arab goagrnpUers: it is tlierofore very easy 
to verify, ^ u roforcuoo to tUo texts, ihu translulions givoQ 
by Monsioiir B. do Muyuard; und it will bo roioomborod 
tliuL the ViffioiM'tfrf lir Ut Prw is still tlio only purtion of 
Yu^rtt*a gi’out Kiioyolo^Modia of whiuli u complete Lrenslotion 
exists in any iHuvnpuun iKUgimge. Blueing, therefore, that 
wo have horo a Imnslation of uU the lougor articles in the 
wliioh treat of tho towns doecribod by Hurad*Allah, 
I eball only attempt in this papor to coinpleta his Uets of 
names, referring my roudors Co Cfae pages of the IiiiiHmmU'4 
d6 la Pert6 for ail further information in detail. Hy 
arrangeraent of tho materials will, howover, be somewhat 
dilfsrsnt, for the de la Parse boiog set in 

alphabetical order, go account is tolcsG of the cnaiueratioit 
of the places as grouped by Hamd*Allah under the various 
provinoes, and this arrangemoxit, for the elucidation of the 
hietorlcal geography of the period, is, 1 ’ deem, cf rouoh 
importanea Then, again, Monsieur B. de Keynard, as he 
acknowledges in his profouo,' has made no attempt to 
identify the ei^as of pbiuoe montioned by llouid-Allah, as, 
iudeed, tiiis was inevitable forty yean ago, for our mapa 
of Persia were thea in many parts a blank. Siaoe that 
time, however, a host of travellers and explorers have filled 
in the names, and at the present day most part of the great 
plateau oi IrSft has been explored. 1 need only mention

My meiustay, howovoi', hue boon tlio 
great Map of Porsia. in six shoots, on the su&le of sixCcon 
miles to the inoh, publlJied by the Wur Ofilcs Tnlolligeuco 
Bopurtiixent in I8bb. 

For the truo spsUing of the phics^namce' 1 have had re¬ 
course to the eystemulic Itineraries given by I bn Cbuidiidbih 
and ^udnmoh, supplomeiitod by the detail of routes found 
in the works of Ys^l^iibT, Ibn Ruetah, leUklirT, Tbn IXuw^id, 
a ad Mui^ddaHl, all of wKicIi date froiii the middle ul the 
third to the last qaavter of the fourth eeatury a. it. (niiiih 
and tooth centuries A.r>.). These roodioval Arub Road¬ 
books have efinblod me to correct, and bonoo piodt by, tbo 
very full Itinemry wliicli Hmnd-AllaK himeolf gives at the 
close of hie desoription of Irou. This Poiaian llincrniy ie 
bOw published for the Brat time, and it hoe raudo the locatirni 
of a number of'mediEeval towns and dietrioU possible, all 
tnoee of ivhioli have long since disappoared from the 
modern map. As an instance 1 may mention theMint-oiiy 
of Snbiirkhwaat in LurletSn, which Hamd-Allah shows to 
be fict the modei-n Shurrainubad, as has often been supposed; 
tboD some important details are given about 8lrj(in, tbo 
capitol of KinnSn, and about Old Rurmue; and wo ure now 
euabled to fix approximately by these Porsian Itineraries the 
positiona of many lost towns such as TalikaiTand Faryob of 
soutb-easteiu Rhuntsfin; also Raglioz-Runun and Bajarvim,

On the VBxdd queotion of the luwor conreo of the Oxui 
daritig Ike middle ogoe, end its outflow into (.be Cuepiao, 
Hamd* Allah has importatit informatiim to give. The 
detailed Mcount uf tlio proTinoce into wbiob Peraia in hie 
day WM divided ehcnea, by a oompariaou wiik (he provlnoinl 
froutiora lut given by tko Arab goographers of Abhaeid 
timee, tho cliHiigee oiTeoted by the blongoi oonqneet, n^d the 
laior udciiinielrsiiion ol the Xt-SImns, who ba!U Sultuidyuh 
in PoreiHTi 'iTiik to be their capitol, anti to Uko ibe piece of 
Pughdud as ilio MeUopolis of Wes Urn Asia—Mesopotamia 
bvmg bcncofovlh counted ae merely a province of Persia. 
Tho moat uoUble okangn in tbe policioal map of Iiiin is cLe 
lorraa^n of tbe new province of Sui^distan, wkiob was 
token from tbe westom half of Ore Arab province of Jibnl 
(Media), tbe remaining, or eaatern, porlion of the older Jibdl 
province now ooroing to be icoro goueroJly known as PeisiHn 
'Xtulc Tlieti, again, all the Tazd district, vbiob had formerly 
boon counted as of Fuiw, was now given to Persian 'Irak, 
thua,*ui oompensation for Kunliitun, winch bad been taken 
away, enlarging the older fjontier of the iTtbnl to ^e east¬ 
ward, and HQ rouudiag off what was now tbe contraL 
proriiioo of InTii undei* tho udioiiiietration of the IMTUans. 
IdiKtly. on ^e Psraitiu Oulf roj^ioii, Haind-Allok divides 
off bbab^nku^ah from tho eouth-sostarn pmt of f^ctie, 
making of ShfiblinkHrah a sepanits provincci of whieb the 
ancient Ddrubjird ond XjRr (n town unknown Co the earlier 
geographers) ware tbe chief centres of popolntion. 

Hamd'Allah personally was well fitted ikue Co deecribe 
fi'iiD, for chore is evidence that he had himself travelled 
over the greater part of the country. In ibo matter of 
frontiers and capital ciiies he was trained in office-work 
connected with the tuuition of tho provinces, being one 
who held by iDherilanco the post of Mustawfior Accounlsnc- 
general, this poet having been in hie family since Che days 
of bis gi^oaC*grandfather, who was superinteodent of the 
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finacoea of 'Ira^ tQ Ab^jasid timea, bafoi^a tbo firat Mongol 
ioTtisioc. Hund-AUaK hlmaoH bad somd uodn Bubid' 
ad'Dlu (lha autliorof tha TMhh-\-^6»hVRt piibbshed in pare 
by E. Quatram^re), ibo celebrated raioieter of Gbiixiiu ICIiuqi 
aod the pvoeent deeerspCioQ of Poraia and Moeapotaraia, 
ihougb oomplolj^ in 740 {1040 a.x>.), may bo taken to 
repreoent tito country aa it ezieted under tbo govoritinont 
of that Il'Kbiln aud hie aucocoaorA Uljayiu mitVAbu'Su'Id 
(brother and uepbev of Gbueiiu) in wboeo eor^co Ilumd* 
Allah lield Clio odloB of Mustawfi. 

At tl)a beod of moat of the eJmptore doecribing each, 
province of the Ilklitmid empire in Persia aud Hesopotanua 
}^Qred*Allah bus given tlie eum of the provincial revenue 
paid in hU own tame. These figuree may bo boat auramaci«>d 
in a note,^ and (hoy are of iutereet as showing the financial 
condition of Persia under the II-Kbana It must, bowevmv 
be observed that Mustawfi very frequently also gives, 
uader (he separsta artiolos, the state • rcveuuos derived 
the towns; bonce tlie suma given in oox footnote 
probably should not be hold to luprosent the suTn-totol of 
the proviuciul taxes, for, while it is nowbore cloaily eCatod 
whether or not tlioee individual sacna formed part of tlie 
aggregate, the rereatios oi sU iho ohief towns oro not 
given. From tho point of view of NuniemaLice an iatareet 
lies in the statement repeated Deny times by Mustawfi 
(L. Id3<f, 17Qf, etc.) that in his day the ourrency-dTriAr 
which was used iu all aocouifie, a gold coin 
that poesibly was only nominal (or but soldom coined), was 
xeokoned to be worth oix (eilvor) dirhams of the Abbaeids;

The preaenc puper, lb will bo aeon, oal; attozapU the 
lummarj of Part II in the Third Book of ^ ^tahat, and 
of this all that ia uow hoi*e given ia tlie corrected Uet of 
tha noj&ea of plaoes, vith tlio referonco Lo tho pagoa of tha 
lithographed edition, imQ to the authority reaponeibla for (be 
true roadiog of tho name. An attempt also boa boen made 
in OTcry case Co ideiitiry the atte} or the fact is stated whon 
the poaition ia unknown. 

Tho text oa found in tho Bombay Lithograph bae been 
edited with alcuosC inurediblo careless nose. The placc-onines 
beading onoh urCicIo are written iadlfTerently nitb or without 
diocriCioal pouiCe, henoe very oftoo thoao names are per foody 
illegible. Towns of a aomowbat similar some in the written 
chai’aoter, biiC quite well known, and, in point of fact, 
occupying diSereoC provinoea^suab, for example, na ArdtibU 
in AdherbAyjnn and Iri>U in Upper Kaaopotamia^aro aa 
a rule boro syecemsticidly coniouadod one with the other, and 
a place like Tawwaj, tbe celebrated commercial emporium of 
Furs io the earlier middle ages, appears in the Bombay text 
aa ffuh, that ia to say, ^oah. Similarly absard miatukes 
recur agaio dad again, os, for instance, where our author, 
epcakiug of the Kvere of Persia (which for the most port do 
not find their exit to the eea), dosoribea each in turn aa 
" Sowing out or beconiing lost in the Desert (Sf({/<2s/ih),*‘ for 
which (be Bombay edition invariably bos the stotomeut that 
thonvor bocomee "loet in a oave iba excuse 

for whioh noDsense being that in the Arabic ebaraote; there 
ie a similarity between iLrnjAd»‘a/t and ifq/hsoA by a change 
of diacritical points. 

Fur obtaining a corrocC text, I have collated (more or less 
oompletely) eight of the beat US^. found >& the British 
hluaeura, dao (be six MS3. of tbe Bodloian at Oxford, and 
two USS. belonging to the University Library at Cambridge, 
For Ohaptor 13, describing the province of Pars, I have 
been able to get the true readings for a number of place- 
names, not given by Istakhrl or the other Atah geegraphere. 
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In Qonoluaioii of ttidse prelimio&rj cotea, 1 may ramarlc 
that for tlie true reading of dte ploce-namee I hove reliod 
for more oq the authority of TukOt, aupplcinoDtod by the 
older Arab gaogmphere (Uio texta, iiamolyi ia the eight 
volumes of the SibHo/bMC Geffffj'ophofHm A)fil/icoru»t of Do 
Goeje) aod oar presooi roapBj ib&n on the reading)! \n the 
divoreo KSS. of theifwsArrf, which bat aro ofhjii inurodibly 
iooorreot, from the oareleeeneae of the ecriboa. ^A7boro tbo 
modern map aad the Arab, googrepheie together fail ue 
(e.g. is acme soctiona of tbo Itiiior&riee), Iho apelUng of 
Che placcKsamoe becomea qaiCe unccriain, and llio divoreo 
readioga often equal i& number that of the mamuecripta 
coosaUed, each soribe bavicg added diaoritloal |>ointa and 
leCCera aooordiog to faauy. Tho Persians an, indeed, far 
behind tho Arab ecribos in matter oi accuracy In copying 
their texts; and, ouriooeiy enough, where a criterion has 
existed for settling the true reading, 1 have often found 
that the oldor MSS. of the Nashai were quite oa incorrectly 
written as the more modern copiea of the work. 

I have been nnablo to iDelude in tho following pages tho 
names of all the Tillages given by MuaUwd in hia lists; 
indeed, aa a general rule, those names only are in&ortod 
which eltlier occur in the works of the Arnll googmplicrs, 
or are fonod still to exist on our modem maps, or, da ally, 
sre inserted in the Itinerary. An exhanatiTe collating of 
all tbo MSS, woald he required for dxiog the roadings of 
the outstanding names in Muatawfi’e lists sub'diatricta 
cod villsgee; and oveo then eoeuracy would probably be 
noattoinsble, on til the topography of Persia becomes more 
accurately and completely known. In the following pages, 
however, oil tho separate artioles, whether of towns or 
distiicta, giTSQ by MustawG have been ini^ted, aod the 
attempt is in every osee made to identify the placoe raen' 
tioned; or, when the prcaeiit maps and tho Arob geogrsphere 
alike are at fault, end no clear indication of the site is 
attainable, eome indloation is gtyen of the region in which 
the place or its ruins should be sought for.

Iteverting now to ?firt II of the Tliird Book, Oniln Lauds 
of irdn^the aubjeoC of the preeeut peper^the deteiled 
contonta of the twenty ohAptare into which thia ie divided 
ore luccinclly dlsoueeed In tlie following pngea. And hore, 
for the eeke of convenience, I Leva added to aech chapter, 
when treating of the Torioua provincea and towns, those 
ftrticlea whiol> go to form Appendices II, IT, and T, in 
which Muatawfi describes the i/hbnfnins, i^tuN's, and Litkoi 
of Persia und Mesopotamia, giving of course alao a roferenos 
to the whore ihe text of tho Appendix will be foond. 

Appendix I, op the Itmerarloa, will he treated Is detail at 
the oloae of Ohaptor 20; but in regard to Appendix III, 
on Mines, being totally unacquainted with ulneralogy, end 
sines this section treats only of the plocea where diverse 
minerals and metals are to bs found, I have thought it wiser 
to omit this part ^together from my paper. 

Tbs list of names is a long one, and perhaps a few 
remarks on the nomenclature will not be out of plaoe before 
proceeding to the deacriptioo of the varions provinoea. 

In glanoisg orer (he plaoe*names which Ma8t&w£ records 
it is clear that the Arab element, found zu the earlier 
geographers, bad in the fourtosnth century a.d. given place 
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almoAt eatirolv to Peraiaii forms. The Arabs rsiy nsuallj 
added tbo article ol to plae^nacnea which in their language 
bad a meaning, e.g., Al*Aiib£r 'the (^ranaiy/ Al-Hadiihab 
*the Kew Town,’ and AUKuwsil 'the JuQoUon' (Moaul); 
but in addition it will be found that they frequently wroto 
tlioir arti<de before purely Persian placO'Q4ni<«, o,g. As- 
SirjSn and AUIsCabbanun, where there was no very obvious 
reason fnx bo doing. It is impoasible to say why K)iHg<v 
should always have beau writt**!! with the urti^o Ar-Iint/, 
while Ja^t tho old name for Isfahan, should have as 
invariably been wiitten without it. In Muetawfi’s lists, 
bowover, the Arabio artiede hoe everywhere disappeared, 
and wo have Itay, hlaw^U, etc.; while names sudi as Ar* 
Ban and Af'Eas A/* Bin, Af*Ilae in the Arabio

Glancing over the map it will thus ho found that 
nearly everywhere the older nomoocluCuro has disappeared :

! and 6), EirinMn is replaced by XtrmlinBbnh^, Kashavn by 
Nskbohivno ; and Arabic names are given in their i^orsiun 
equivalent. KasT^r'Bih 'Wind Palace' becoming Dih Bod, 
Ksrlyat'ol-Asad 'Lion Village’ and Ka^r-ahJaws *Kut 
Palace' reappearing aa DTh Shir and DTb J&wz, tbe 
meanings standing uoohenged. More especially in the 
provioce of Fare it will be found that Kd'ah, signifying 
a oastle in Arabic, is still vory gonorally retained ; at times, 
however, it is replaced by the Persian eqoivolent Dis, 
e g. ^'ab lafondtyar, otherwise colled Dis'i'Safid ' White 
Castle,' and in one case the Arabic Kifi'ah or Kal'at 
reappears under the purely Persian form of Kilat, which 
as a place-name beesmo coroTnon in later times throughout 
Western Asia. In short, Persia proper fa tbe time of 
Huetawfi had already got quit of Arabio plaoe-nomea; one 
of tbe few mentioned by him (and the oonie ia still retained) 
being Buy da (Arobio ai-Baijda, '(he White Town') in the, 
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plain to thd bortli of SliTras. Oi purely Arabic 
narces Waaiteh, 'tho Uiddle place,' a poit* stage bcttreen 
Knehan and lafabni^, ie auoCher exarople, bat tlie reading

7>. still sxiated iu 1340, and for tlmt matter 
continued unaltared until after the time of Hafla Ab) n in 
1420, the change to the present state of the Euphrates and 
Tigris having tokeci pluoe in the century before 1Q52 a.u., 
when Tavernier violed the country,* 

Among the cities of 'Irnk, Humd^AIleh being an ardent 
ShVab gives precedence to Eufuli (1.6, C8), near the burial- 
place of tbe iTnims, whiub he calls tbe BSr*al'blulk, 'die 
Abode of Power/ though Baghdad is, he admits, ^the 
Mother of Cities’ and the metropolis. His deMriptioo of 
tbe oelebratod ehriues near Hufah is given»in tbe following

"Two leagass to the northward of Eutah is Maabhod *A]7» 
where the Caliph is buried; for, on reoeivmg bis death 
wound ia the Kuluh Moeque, *AlI bod ordered that his body 
should be put on a oiuoqI, which v^aa then to be turned loose, 
and whoroTor the camel knelt there hie body was to be 
buried. AU this wai therefore done, but duihng the time 
of the Omayyada no tomb was erected at hlusLbad 'AIT, fur 
the plaoe waa kept hidden for eoourity. In tho year 175 
(791 A.O.) the holy site woe discovered by the Abborid 
Cediph Ilsruo-iir-Haalild, lor when hautiog one day near 
Kiifah he had oh used Ida t^narry into a thicket, but uu 
attempting to follow it he found that no force oould pi^evail 
on liTS hoise to eater t)ie p)uoo. Thee awe fell on Harua, 
and on enquiring of the peaaucits they told liim this vas 
indeed the buriabplace of 'All, as euoh being an inviolaCo 
sanctuary. Ordeie were given to dig, snd the body of 'Alt 
was found, to guard whioL a shrine (or Maebbad) was then 
built, whiuh baoaoie a plaoe of visitation. At a later date in 
the year 366 (977 a.uO 'Adud-ad-Dawlab the Buyid ereoted 
the Mauaoleut^ which still oxisis, and (be pl^s bsoaine 
a little town 2,500 paces in cirouit. Qhuuu Ehau the 
li'SliSn m recent times erected here the house for SayyIda 
called tbo Dur • as • Siyuduh, nUc a IDian^h or DarvTsh 
monastery. To the north-west of Eilfah, eight iuraakhs 
away in the deurt, ia Earbalu, the place of martyrdom of 
Huaayn. The building oow seen here was ereoted by 
‘Adud-ad-Bawlah aforesaid, and a small town has grown 
up round tbie shrine also, being some 2,400 paces iu circuit. 
Outaids Mashhad Huaayn are seen the tombs of those who 
fell fighting at hla side in the battle that resulted in hts 
martyrdom." 

The early history of these two celebrated shrines is 
obscure I the foregoing is the usual Shi'ah account, but 
though it is true that HSruii-ar-Raabld at one period of 
^ia reign favoured the AHds, the Arab cbroniolas do not 
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relate t}iat he 'inTsoted* the Toirib of *AU. The earlieet 
notioe iq detail of Maehhad 'All appears to he of the 
middle of the fourth century a.M. {tenth a.s.), written by 
Ibn He eaya (p. 165) that tlie HomdSnid prince 

Abn-l‘HuyjS, who woe goTernor of Hosnl in 292 (a.i>. 904) 
and died In 317 (a.p. 929)* bed built a dome on four columns 
over the tomb at Moslihad 'Ati, which ahrine hs omnnoated 
with rich carpeta and hangings; farther, ho surrounded the 
town there with a wall. Elsewhere Ibn llawkfil, however, 
adds that in bie day the bnrinUpIoce of 'All was alio shown 
in the comer of the great Mostq^ne at Kiihth, and this attiibu- 
tion was oredilod by tnuny persona. In tho pages of the 
Chronicle of Ibo'cd.Athir (ix, 13, 42. 169. 394; x, 103) it 
is recorded that tlte Buy id prince 'Adud'od'BawIah waa 
buried at hfaahhad All. also bia bods Sharaf and Rebl-ad- 
DawUb; and diverse other notable peiaons are under varioue 
dates stated to buve been buried hero. 

Iq the year 443 (lOol a.d.) the shrine woe burnt to the 
ground by the Baghdad populace, who, being orthndox, bad 
taken to persecuting the ShT'ahe; it must, however, have 
been rebuilt shortly afterwards, for Jd&lik Shuh and his 
Yaalr, the l^i^tn-ablCuIk, made tbeir visitation to the tomb 
in 479 (1066 a. a). Tnkiit. who mentioos hfaehhad AU in 
bia articles on Kufah and Ksjaf, unfortuosteZy gives us uo 
details of the shiins. 

In regard to Karbala end tho shrino of Huaayn, it is 
nowhere stated by whom it waa first built, dtut in the year 
236 (8S0 A.t).) the Caliph Mutawakkil earned the lasting 
hatred of all good Shf'aha by ordering the buildings here 
to be deetroyed by fioodlog the place with water; else he 
forbade the visitation of the soared spot under heavy 
penalties. Sow long the tomb of Hiieayn Thmained in ruin 
is not stated, but Adud^ad-Dawlab tbs Buyid in 966 
(9T9 A.n.) built a magnificent shrine bore, and this is noticed 
by the contemporary geographers Istakhrl (p. 66) and Ibn 
Hawkal (p. 166). Id 407 (1016 A.n.) tbe dome at Maabbad 
Huaayn was burnt down, but doubtless was restored before 
the place was visited by Mulik Slmh in 479 (1086 a.U.)q 
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when be went hunting in tbeee dulricta. Yakut ua- 
fortunatolj gives us no desoriptioa of Mashhad Haas^a 
to supplement the ahoTo, wbiob is dorived from Ibn-al-AtbSr 
{ChronioU, vii, S6; viii, 518; ix, 209; x, 108). 

Tbe dosoriptioD of Beglidlid, that follows the dosi>riplioQ 
of Eufah in tbe bee already been summaiised in 

a reoaot number of this Jourual (J.R.A.S. for 1B99, p, 886)» 
and most of the other towns are meutionod in tho notes 
to ray transfhtion of Ibn Serapion and need only a rsfereoee 
bore. A plan of the rums of An bar Is given by Mr. J. P. 
Peters in bis recent work on Hippur (i, 177}; be visited tbs 
sits, nni this lies at some distanoo from Sifuyra (see also 
l.S, 5*2). Bdbil is at the ruins of aooisQt Babvlou (I.S. 
259). Aocording to Ibn Ehnrd^bib (p. 6). Barns-ar-Ruz 
and Baadanijin were tbe chief towns of two neighbouring 
Suh-distriote of ibe great Dustriob {Atf&n) of Shadb 

Kuludb, which was the third Astun of tbe twolre Biafriots 
into whlob 'Irak was divided in the timee of the Abbosids. 
From tbe mention of neighbouring places it is almost oertain 
that Barus.aT'Biis is identiool with the modern BilSd Hus, 
lying about twenty-tiva miles east of Baltubu; and Hamd* 
Allah (B. 2202) also speaks of its river, which rising in the 
Enrdistsn mown Cains do wed out into tbe plain and became 
lost before reaohing the Tigris bank. Bandunljin, generally 
called Baiidanig^ln in the Libf Bietrlet, has left no trace on 
tbe map. It wae an importuut town when Yakut (i, 745; 
ivt 358) wroCe^^lyiog near the foot>hills (or Li^) of tbe 
Elbuiistiin fi'ontier, and its ruins should bs songbt for some 
dfty miles to tiie eastward, bearing south, of Blind Bus. 

Bafrah and ’Abl^do have been noticed before (I.S. 802, 
804). Tho little town of Baynt still exists, and Hamd*Allah 
(L. 230p) refersr to its river, which rising in the Kurdistan 
moantains became lost in tbe plain below the town after 
watering many districts. BayiTt, a name whioh does sot 
ocour in the Arab geographers, is ideotiool with, or rather 
lies close to, ibe ruins of Tib, a town mentioned by Yakut 
(iii, 586) as of some importance during Abbasid days, the 
site of which has been visited and described by Sir £L Layard 
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(Bavfy Adveninret, i\, 22d), Tokrlt wib thd fi'oatler tova 
ou chd Tigris between Lower aad XTpper Ueeopo'amia (L6. 
36). Tbe greet mouaid of Toll 'AkarkDf etiU exists; its 
vilUge was, acoording to Takiit (i, 367), of tbe 'Isa Caned 
Llstrkct, and probably stood at no gieat diabmeo from tbe 
town of Mu^awwal, of which apparently all traces bare 
tuQubed. Hudithab, 'the Kew Town' of tbe li)iiphmtsB, 
lying some LMrty-fivu miles bolov ‘Auali, is eaUed UudUlkah- 
an'Nurab by yiTkili (ii, 223) to distiagtiub it fnfm tlio oUior 
HadUliali on tbe Tigris, at Cho junction of tbe Upper Zub. 
^rba atiU eaiale on the Dujayl Canal (I.S. 89), and Hillab 
is on tbe Enphrolee (1 S. 23v). The ruins of JfuWau exist 
at the site culled Sar-i-pul, and buTC been recently visited 
by M. de Morgan. The remains of ^Trab lie near Eufab 
(I.S. 63), aud tbe Klidlie is a canal of East liagbdiid 
(1.8. 226). Ehauikin, Lukuk, Zaugiublld, and Kosr Sbirin 
all figure on the map aud need no ccmiueot. The first aud 
last are in tbe Itinerary (Houte iil), and I^ad-Allub 
describes (L. 220/) tbe Dakuk river as Dow lug fi'om the 
£urdiBiua njouutuioe by theDai baud-i-Khalirab, past Dakuk, 
and out into tbe plaiu, where its wutore were usually loet in 
the sand, though in tbe spring fivshots they flow down to 
join tbe Tigris. » 

Tbe Dajuyl Canal is of West Degbdud (I.S, 70), and 
Dayr-al-'J^ul is on tbs Tigris, so too Kiimiysh, opposite 
Muduia (I.S. 40, 41). Hudliaa and Bayn.an-Nabrayn— 

' Betweeu two Canals’—were two oeigLhousing regions of 
tbe Nahruwun. Uoib names have ninr disappeared from 
tbe map, bnt, scoordiog to I bo EhurdSdlnli (p. 0), there 
were, in Abbasid times, two Sub-districts called the Taseiij 
of Upper and of Lover Rudhiin which formed part of tbe 
Siiid Hurmuz Asfiia or District, aud this hist was on the 


left bank of the Tigris in (be neigbboinhood of Madain. 
It le to be remarked that the name of Bayn-an-Kabraya 
does not appai^ently occur in any other author. The 
Kbuiwilin Itocd ie the name for tbe district to tbe eastward 
of HsghdiiH. ^msrrab and BaOcubli exist, and are noticed 
by Ibu 8erapioo (1.8. 36, 268). llie region of 8adrayn 
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VB 8 Watered ^7 tbe Euphratefi, but 1 haro faiUd to discover 
ics pnsltioD, though the name oocun in the Jihia ifimi 
(p, end all Cbe MS 8 . agree in this spelUiig. As giteu 
in the Itinerary (Eocte lii), and lying to ihe north>eaet of 
Baghdad, Shehrabuu still exists; ajid 'i^nAh is on the 
Euphrntee (18. 52). Neither in the Ji/idn Nun}d nor 
elso^Lero, appareotly, ie any acoonsC found of the toirns 
numod 'Askainh (or 'Askariyeh)* and Kiirlin, which are not 
either of llfam marked on our maps. Zpuliaiyah muy be 
either the town of Lbut name on (he Tigris (1.8. 37), or 
the place on the desert border nearSiifah, whore the grsAC 
battle was fought when Che Arab armies first invaded 
Mosopotsmia. 

As alreedy said, Muhawwal was the town on the great 
canal called the Nnhr 'Ini (I.S. 71) to the west of Baghdad, 
and the ruiue of hladliu are still to bo seen on (he Tigris 
belnw Bagbdud (I.S. 40). The oaoal colled the Xahr Malik 
is the one below the Nohr Tk£ fiowing from the Euphrates 
to tbo Tigris (I.S. 74), and Nu'manlyah (I.S. 43) stands on 

the Tigris a little above where the N?( Canol-^n which ie 
the towQ called N?l--flowe in (I.S. 231). The city of 
Nahrawiin ie the place now called Sitwell (I.S. 260) on the 
Nahrawdn, the great loop oonol of I he left bank of the 
Tigiis which, etarUiig from Dur below 'l^krU, rejoined 
the Tigris again below Madharuyd after a course of about 
200 miles (I.S. 207). In iU eoUroty this canal no longer 
exists, but ita g>nrse onn be ti oood, and fVom wbat Hamd- 
Allah reports it hud gone out of use even in bis day, for 
he gives tbe name of Nahrawlla to what is now known as 
the Biyali river. In Appendix 17 (L. 2100 writes that 
the NahrawSn river had two head streuma, both of which 
rose in the mountains of EurdUtan. One of them was 
called the Slilrwun river from the district of that name on 
its upper couree, and lower down reaabmg tbe Taymarrab 
Bietrict it took this latter name. Below this the Nahra^ran, 
or Taymsrrah, was joined by the other branch, which rose

Tbe town of Hit lies on tho Enphiatoe (I.S. 6S), and 
Jubbahi if thie be tbe ngbt reading of the tckf, ie a small 
place on an island in tbe Euphrates fifteen leegaes above 
Hit. Lastly, 'Wasi^ on the older cooree of tbe Tigris (now 
tbe Sbat^al'Hay) was a place of iToportanoe os late 04*the 
time of Timur (Za/ay NimaA, i, $57, and elsewhere), though 
at the present day its ruios have almost completely dis¬ 
appeared (I.S. 44).

Wbat had of old liaen the proTince of Media the Aroba 
Dained Al-JibiQ—* the MoiinUins'^a porfeotly appropriate 
name, ua viU be aeeu by a glaaua at the map, for the great 
moaoUin region aeparuting tho plnias of Meeopotania from 
the highiBiida of Persia. In tho time of tbo SaljGI^ priooee, 
by dome munoiner, tliis, their capital provinooj came to bo 
oaUad 'Irak 'Ajami, or Perrfnn 'Irak, a name that was 
totally unknown to tho earlier Arab geographera. Hence 
ill after days Ab^Irakayn, 'Tbe Two IraJu,' ware taken 
to mean Media and X/Ower Mesopotamia, which last for 
disdnotion woe thenoefovtb called AivMan 'Irdk^'Iiik 
'Arabl Originally, it is to be obseryed, Al*'IrSkaya had 
been a term yippliod to the two great of (Arabian) 
'Irak, namely, Hiirnh and Basrah; but the Saljuks bad 
aihioted the title of Sultda of the Two 'Irdl^ which in 
oousci^uenoe, aa explained aboye, came to bo applied to the 
two proyioce8,»but as Abu-I-Fi<lii (p. 40S) writes '‘among 
the vulgar,’’ and wrongfully (eee also Yakut, ii, 15, and 
Lane, Dicticnaiy, av. name, boweter, hu ood- 

tinued iu use down to tho present time. 

Further, it iu to be remarked that after the Mongol settle* 
ment Persian 'liak was greater in extent to the eastward 
tbaa the older Arab proyinoe of JiHI, by the addition thereto 
of Yazd and iU district, which formerly had been counted as 
of F^rs; on the other hand, it bad been diminiehed in site 


by the creation of Che now province of Hordisian, whioh bad 
been taken from its western part, and Kurdlsldo now diyided 
Persian from Arabian 'IiiDc. Under the Ilkhana Persian 
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'Irak bewcoe ihn capital proriaca of their empire, for it 
isoltided tke four great oitiee of Eemadao, 

and Sul^aTyah, the ae^ metropolia rocoatly founded by 
Xfljaytii. 

The eight distiiote of lefabiiu meDiicmed by Hamd*AlIab 
all exist at the present day (as do many oi the Tillegoe 
which he also enamoratea, and whigh are dseoribed by 
Oeaeral tiohindlor in £a»tem Pmiau pp. li^O, 122). 

The city, he says, originally oonalsted of four ^aids (still 
exie^g in name), vie., Kaniln, Kuehk, Jiibuiah, and 
Dardaaht, the wails roaad these having been built by 
Ruko-ad'DuwLih the Quyid. In the Jnlburah quarter 
(now pronounced Ghilbarah, and lying to the north*oast 
oi modem lafahun, round the MaydaR*i-Kuhnab or Old 
Sq^uate) was the Madraeah (College) and tomb of Sul^n 
Mnbflmmftd the Saljult, and here might be seen a block 
of stone weighing 20,000 nutn (equivalent, perhaps, to 
a little leas than 32 tons weight), this being a great idol 
carried off by the Sultoa from India, and eet up before tbe 
College-gate (L. I42tt). Eistory, however, does not record 
that this Sul^n Muhammad (a eon of Mulik'Shab, who 
reigned from 498 to 511 A.ii.) made any oonqueeta in Indiu, 
nor does i^umd-Allab himself allude to the foot in the 
GuMidah when treating of bis reign. 

Isfahan lay on the northern or left bank of the river Zandah- 
rud, which is desoribod as naiog in the mountains of Zudah 
Euh, ths ' Fellow Mountains/ still eo called from their yellow 
limeeCone olifis (L. 204^). Of this region also wore Ibe 
Aebkabnn mouctains, lying on the frontiers of Greater 
Lur (L. 202u). After passing ths cltUs of Flrusun [1] ^ 
and Isfahan, tbe Zandab«rGd do wed through Che district of 
Itudaabt, of which the chief town was Farifun [2}i aud 
there beoame lost in tbs great swamp of Givkbdni. Tbe 
river was also known as the ZSyisdah or Zarln-rud, aud, 
according to popular belief, after sinking into tbe GavkhanI 
swamp, it flowed for sixty loaguee underground to Kirmao, 


Ths suiuton la sqnsro b/aefcab w!r to tba Uap. 
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when it tMe again to the surX&ca and theocs attained tie 
eea (L. 2L4r). Beeidoa lefahSn ton'n, the Isfahan dietriot 
included the tvo great oitiea oi FATifSn and Flruaan. The 
former atill exiita aa a village (Schindler, op. oit., p. 136) 
sot far from the GnTkliaai rwamp. FlrQsSn cit}' hea 
apparently diauppearod from the Toap, but according to 
OUT author it etood on tho river bank in the SbSnlanjHiL 
Dietrlot, and paid rovonoo to the a no oust of 164,000 dindra 
(about X41.125). Ibn vieiUd the 

town, say a it wu six fhraokhi diatant from lafahSn. 

The city ol Ray (Rhagee) was ruined during the Mongol 
invaaion. Muatawii eaya that in the time of Gharan Ebra 
the houeoa were in part rebuilt, but Tariirofn [S] had already 
aupplonted it and become the ohiaf town of the proviocc. 
The Sbiina of the ImaiO'Zudab 'Abd*al«'A^tm < was to be 
aeon near Ray, aa mentioned in the Itinerary (Route iz), 
and the oeatle which wae called Tabarik lay at the foot 
of the hill of Kuh T^harik to the north, where there are 
aaid to have been eilver'uiaee (L. 206f]. Of tbie coetle, 
however, apparently do trace exieta, though the Sbrioe oi 
Sbah 'Abd*aI*‘A^Im ie still a famcnu place of visitation. 
Hontion is made of the river EardaQ'rud, which waters the 
Ray Districts? tbenoe flowing onC to the desert; and some 
other lesser etroama ore also named aa ooming down from 
the Eharrekan Dietriot; also the Juij*rud fron Damavand 
and the river Garm-rud or Eiih-Tiid of Sauj'Bulitk (L. 216o. e. 
and 317i‘, e, 94 but cf. Jt/iin p. 304). The greet 

noun tain of Damavand rose 60 the north of Ray, visible 
from a distance 100 leogoes away, and of its many marvels

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Hamd'AII&h a fall acoonnt (L. 203s). Tihran, the 
preeoQt capital of Persia [4], was already ia ibe time ot 
Hamd-Allah a feiiyeisad tana, thongh fonaerly. he asye, 
a mere village. Both Bay acd YarSfnta are now only 
marked by ruia-lieape lyiag some dietonca to tlie aouth 
of Tehran. 

Sul^nljah, founded by Argbun IChiin, was complotod by 
trijayCQ, who made it the capital oflrUD ; and lie was buried 
bore ia a mognidoent eeimlohre, fbe ruins of Vhieh etiU 
exist. lIumd^AUob baa much to aay about i^svfn. bie 
native town, wilb its dependent villages, among which wore 
Dahand, Fai'isjln [5], Silmgbun [6], and SRgsul^ [7], lying 
' on tbe road eastward oa named in Routes ix and xxvi. 
He also describes ite many streams, namely, the Ehar^rud, 
tbo Bub^rud, the Tarkhim*rdd, the ICosrrn river, and the 
Ab'i-Kharrakau (L, 317/, g, r, s, f, p, and J/Awi 
p. 305). Tbess streams bad their aouroea for the most part 
in the BarcbTn Cub as d the Dtukbld (or Rah and) mountaiu 
(L. 203s and 304i0« Abher [8]* on the river cf the same 
same (L. 317;), had a famous oastU called Kaydai iyoh, after 
Haydar its builder, oue of the Saijilh: princes; and to the 
north of Abltar on iho GUan frootier lay the Bay lam and 
Tnliab districts, among which wsre tbe towiSs of Asbkiir, 
EhawkSn, and Khasjda (bnt tbe reading of tbeao three lest 
nomas is very unoartaia, and they ars not given by other 
writers, nor are they to be found on the map). The city of 
Arab [9], between Suvah [10] and Hum, atoad on its river, 
the Gavmalia-rfid, wbiob Sows down from coar Qomadan 
in the west to the great dam between Suvah and Avah, 
where it forms a lake (L. 3L7n). 

The Rudbar district, in which stood tbs ruins of the 
fimone castles of ^e Assassins, lay along tbe course of 
the river Shfdi'rud, the lowest of tbe many affluents of 
tbe SafFd>rud; and the District was at some distance to the 
north of Kazvfn (L. 215n). The city of Zanjen lay on the 
Zanjan river, also called the Mnj-riid (L. 217s), which was 
another affluent of tbe SafTd>rDd ; and the town of Zanjiin 
is said by Miutawd to havo boon nacned 8bahm by ica first ^ 
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{ouiider, Sing Ai^dshlr DfibagSn. The oitj of Sayab [10]j 
chieflj remarkable for ita lake, ^hich history reported bad 
miraculouely dried up at the birth of the prophet Muhammad, 
lay on the Koadolmu river (L. 2l7n); and a narober of 
villages are uumed by Muatawd in the Sdvah DUtrict, of 
whioh, however, the readings are uncor'nini and they are 
not to be found on the mnp. 8rtlij‘Bti)nk, the name of the 
district round Snnkumlujd [11]. ineoninj* ‘tho cold spring,* 
is given in'some (e.g., llrilish Musouin, Add. 23,C43. 
and Catnhridgo, Add. 2,C’<M), but this paragraph ie omitted 
in tho liibographed toxt. Under the Mongols it was con- 
elderod as of the l:lQvnh Province, though it had originally 
been oountod as of Bay; its villages were Kharuv aod 
NajiniiLad. 

SujiiB end Suh^'avard [12] were Wore tbs Mongol invasion 
irapoitaot toivos according to I$(akbri (pp. 106, 200} and 
TukSt (iii, 40, 203): they are now apparently not marked 
on any modern map, thongh 81 r H. Bawlinsoo, writing in 
1840 (Jonm. Boy. Ooographical Society, z, 66), epsaks of 
StijiU as a small villcgo then existing, with Suhravard closo 
to it Aocording to ^md-Allah, SujSe was 6 re leagues 
distant to tbe south of Sul^nlyah (L. 140^), and the 
surrounding districts wore called Jarud and Anjarud, 
apparently identical with Ijarild and Anguvan of tbe 
praaont maps. In the hilla near Sajos was the grave of 
Arghun Shan, of which a long aooonnt is given in the 
JVuuhai. The ^wn of Saturtk [18] lay at tho westero end 
of the Ad jarud district, and was celebrated for its palace, 
rebuilt by Aba^b Ehan, and tbo lake wbioh was reported 
to be bottomless. This in tbo wall-known Takht*i*SulDyroan, 
desoribed by 8ir H. BewUnson (J.E.G.6., x, 66), who would 
identify this place as the aita of tbe nortbem Ecbataoa. 
Tbe castla of SarjahSn [14] has disappeared from tbe map, 
but it lay five leagues to the east of SuItSofyab on the 
7^um mouoteio, end Tikut (iii, 70), who bad visited it, 
reports that it wna one of tbe strongest castles of tbs 
district, and from its towers the ci^ of Zaujan was plainly 
^ visible. 
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yUV&k [Ifi], wbich exifiKA,^ CkiA l^lng the 
Mongol same for the £ukud villege, Uy eoath of the 
^Tum dietriot, othervue called the 'ipiramajn, ‘the two 
T/lrarDs/ Upper and Xower» of which the capital formerly 
bod been I^ii^lbad. Of Uppor TVirura the chief town voa 
Andar, with Tcenv dependent villages; ui Lower Tnrum the 
meet important plnco was the Ooetle of Ssmimn or Shamiriin, 
of which Y^Ut (iii, gives a long acoouot, The streams 
of the 7^riiTrt diatricta all dewed into the rivdr SaUd-rDd 
(L, 217it), and tbs narno of Ihie district (Tdi'am) is still 
marked on the map. The Tdliknn distriot, whioh ic the time 
of Hamd-AHah lay to the south-east of Tamm, apparently 
no longer exists, aod the towns of Jariid, ^uhhaoab, and 
Earaj, whioh oar author mestiona, are do longer b> be 
foand, ESghadb Eunan, ‘the Paper Factory/ or Ehunaj 
[16], was an important place, the porition of whioh is fixed 
by the lUnerary {Bonto xic) as soaih of the river Saffd-rud 
and fonrteen leagues north of Zanjua, in the distriot known 
as the MughulFjah. Musdakdn [17]> which gave its name 
to tbe iS<Tvah river, se already mentioned, etUl exials, also 
Sdmiln [18] at tba place where the river riees. The three 
villages of Tobariki Marjamolin, and Andijan l&y among the 
hills to the north of Abbar [8]i but have apparently now 
disappeared, and the Pnshkil Darrab distriot was that lying 
to the east of Eaavio and south of Tllikon. 

The holy city of Kum was watered by the Gulpaygan 
river (L. 218s), f^riA between Kum and Zvah was the salt 
mountain called Eiih-Kamak-LawQ, a solitary bill, the 
eumreit of which was aoid to be uq attain able (L. 208«). The 
neighbouring oity of EosbiFn {wbiob the older geographers 
always spelt ^han, with tbs dotted k) hod its water from 
tbe Enhriid hills, the stream dowizig to the desert {L. 2l7m}. 
Ardistnn [19], to tba aoutii-east of Easben, and the Tafrlab 
districts, to the westward of Kara, still saist, sad LalijSu [20] 
Idea about half-way betweoa Eashan and Gulpaygan [21],

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whio^ latter towo •>( old was called Jorbida^o. The 
hamlet of Zawaiah [22] liciO on the dssert border OBitr 
Ardietun. 

Ooming to the wesierc side of PoreiAQ ‘Ii’Sc, (be T^arahan 
Dietriot^^r which the chief town woe DLb Snruk [23], 
▼isited recently by Urs. Bishop (ICmtiuitrfn, i, 14C)—ie the 
KgioD lying eastward of Huinuiluit. TLo chief towo here 
at the present time is Snl^idUid, founded iu the reign of 
Path-*All 8huh at the beginniitg: of tlie niueloBUth oejituiy. 
Acoording to IlaTed-Alluli Lhere woe a Ulco here, which the 
Kongols called Joghar Mds^iid (but the reading ie uncertain), 
wliioli ie doubtless the pre«sut Luke of Tuale to the north of 
Sul^uudl^. Duwhilubud woe of tbo Parahdn villages, aad 
tiiie is still so important place lying to tlie eosC of Kihavaod, 
The city of Saiaj, called EAraj of Abu Du)of, has OQtii’sly 
disappeared from the map. Its position ie given in tbe 
Itinerary (Kante vii), and from tbe fact that the town lay 
to the south of the Rdamand mounlains, which are those 
DOW known under tbe name of Rashand, it is easy to locate 
the site. The streame from these hills watered the celebrated 
postures oalled Marghs^ KTlu (or !BllaD) lying round the 
town; und its castle was nomed Faraln (L 204A). Retorning 
onoe moro to the eastern side of the province, near tbe dossrl 
border was Kabios [24], with (he castles called Niemur and 
Washak, witli the District of Mumwadin, bnt the reading 
o£ those throe last nanios is very uncertum, and with the 
exception of '^iisbak, which is montionod iu the 6 ^usff 2 iTA 
(see R. Q, Browne, 1901, p. 25, n. 4), being also 

copied into the Jiiin Ntind (p. 299), these nsmee do not 
occur elsewbeve. 

In tbe sontb-western corner of tbe province of Persian 
was Luristio, divided between the Groster and the 
Lesser Lur districts. Idhaj, otherwise Itnown os Ual-Amir 
126], was tbe capital of Great Lur, the district which lay 
entirely to the sooth of tbe great bend of the Kaxun (between 
ike left bank and the plain'Country); and Great Lur for the 
most part had been counted as of Khusistau by the Arab 
geographers. Idhaj wus famous for its bridge, and ite 
* 8 
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whirlpool, anci the cHy hu been deecrlbod by Ibn 
{:i, 29), who Tuited thu legion. The town o{ 'Aru^, or 
'Aruh, otberffise called Siiaan, or Sus [36Ji eleo lay on 
the Knriin riTor, some four leagues to the north-west of 
lilnl-Antir, and tble pUue must ui>t be coafouiidud frith the 
other ^^ua in KliijsieUi; to the south of Bmful. Its riiius 
have bean deecribud by Sir H. RswUtieoM, and were viaitod 
by Sir K. Layard (soa tha for iz, 83; also 

1842, xii, 103). Ijuidagun, or Loikiln [27], in found on 
tha map near the ufllueiit joining the Enriin at its oxCruiuo 
wostern point. Thu diatriut of Lenser Lur traa the bigbhiud 
b) Che norlL. of tba great bend of ibo Kurun; and m bis 
Oiizufah Ido rud-Allah gives the followiug account of this 
distHct, which is worib quoting*:— 

" In the piovinco of ijssser Luv are three rivers, namely, 
the Ab-i'Silukhiir flowing down to Diziul, ibo Khurramdbod 
river which goes towards Kawizub, aod the ICa^tki (P) river 
which also dows down by Biaful towards IXawTeab. And 
there are three towns that are still flmirishiug phicos, 
namely, Bui tijird, IChurnireobiid, and Siibiirkliwaitt This 
lust was of old au immeuso city, extremely populous, being 
inhabited by peuple frorn all nations, for it wus the reaidenoe 
of kings: it is now, however, merely a pi^vincinl tow^i. 
FiaalLy, in Lesser Lur are three ruiued oitiee named 
Eiriabt (P), BQrisht (?), aod Suymarah.” 

The imporlance of this pa.«6aga lies in the proof here 
given that Sobilrkhwiist is Ml identical with** EburraioaUid, 
s« has been often supposed, since Viih towns existed in &a 
time of Mustawfi; and the fact is confirmed by bis statcniont 
in tbs Itinerary (Bouro vii) that, bifurcating rvt Hurujird 
from the Krtruj high road, “the rood to Saburkliwiisl here 
gose off to the right baud (L. 10i)«'). TIio ruins of Sobiir- 
khwust [28] hare uot yet been identified, but they must

[29]. Tbe town of Durfijird [30] ie frequently meutioned 
by leuVbri (pp. 30*2) and Ynkut (1, 596]; Ibe Arab 
goographerfl, Knwovor, appear not to bavo known of 
E!liurramubad ;□ Loaeer Lur, aud ITanid'AUdb ie prabably 
the earliest eutliority to iiimiliou Cliie knporinnt Tie 

oaye Ibut dutoe gstsw well bnlk bore and ot Suymarah [31], 
tho old capital of tbo Mibrctjuiikadha^ Dixtrict^ according 
to Ibn E^ietlli (p. 3U!l) niid Yukfii (iu, 44^), ulitiiclyin the 
fourteen lb ceutury a i>. u ruin, ^uyimirubis marked on the 
map at eoino dielanco fruro tlio wo^tern bunk of tUo Karkbuli 
rivor, but I oio unable to blvntifj <'*'aniJta (or S&mliQ) and 
Diz'i-Siyuh, 'tbo Hlmk Caetlr,' wbiob elood near it according 
to our ttutbor. 8oi nowhere in Leewsr Lur aUo wos tbo 
mountuiii culled Huwayn (or llnrin) Kilb, wbere there veie 
oolebroted iron*minee (L. *2076). In re|ai*d to the tbrae 
rivere of Lraeor Lur laontioned in tbe OusVifl/i, tbe« aro 
referred to again in tbo I^usAot (L. 215h, it). STtilkbfir ie 
tliQ name of the ploin in which Rurlijird elande, ami ite 
river is the ohief eouree of the Ab-I-Pis ; furtlior the EazkT 
ie apparuncly the alHuent now known ae tho Ah-i-Bnsnoi. 
Tbo ITburraioiibiid river drains to tho Enrkhub, wliiub 
Kamd-Allnb desoribee os puemng through tlie Hawfstib 
country, and I hie latter river now juine (be Eitriiu below 
Abwilx, oa vtll be noticed in the chapter on Khucieldn. 
Tbo Eaiklmh and ile ulHnontacamc down from tbo AWend 
mountain (L. 20^y>), lying eoatbwurcl of IlatDadnti; ite peake 
were almnet always ooverod with enow, and forty-two 
atreume take their rise tn this region, wbiob, eaye AlustawS, 
meoeuroa thirty leaguee in oircoroferonce. 

Homudun city, when Ilomd*Allah wrute, woe for tbe most 
part iu rain; it included five lowushipe, Kid'ah EubrTt— 
’Sulphur Castle’^Kol'ob knndn, GirdlSkh, the Kiablok 
or ‘Winter Quarters’ of Sbuja*-od-Cla Kburehid, aod 
Euraaht. Tbe aurraunding proviocc comprised five other 
Dietriota with many villagH, oamaly, Farivdr (or Sailwdr), 
A^rnadTo (or Aeyardin), Sbamhin (or SbaramTu), A’luni, 
with Sardrud and Barbuudrud (or Baihuuarud). f?one of 
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thdM nAm<« app^r on tbo pioeeut map (thoBO giveo in 
parentheau are from Clie Turkish text of tke Jihin Nnwd, 
p. 300); but FarTvir wu watered by the upper ufflueut 
of the OSvn^Sbli or GSTimUa rivor (olreuly jucntioQed)^ 
which rose in the biJJe of Aeudiibud [83] to the uorih'Wcet 
of the oity (L. 217e). 

The pkcee called Maja'lu aad TameSr appear to bo 
ouknown, but the two dietriote of Zkarrukiiu (mnrkod 
Saraghiin on our mope) are those ly>n^ to th^ eouth>wosl 
of Ktevto, towards which oud out eastward to Bay tho 
BLiaira^Q att^ue took theii’ coime (L. ^I7e), os already 
deecribed. The chief towo iu the Elliarrakuo District is 
Abuh [33] or AtuU (not to he confuuitded with Avab aear 
Savab, already moniinned)^ and there were besides forty other 
villagee. The Dargnxln Distiiot Itos between Kharraibln end 
Hamadun, Dargueio [84] being also the ocune of the oUief 
town of tha district, and this foriDcrly had boon included in 
Alam, one of the fire Distriots, us already mentioned, of 
HamudaD, which, says Harod* Allab, by the Pereiaue was called 
Alamar. Budaiud or liiidrAvar [35] was u large town, ibe 
ruins of which still e^ist at Budllavar {5/mion Sewtlifig^ie, 
De Morgan, ii, 186), oeur Tuv7 uud SarkSn. These ruine 
probably dso represent the older town of Faxnj of Hamaduii, 
which, Bucorditig to Yakut (ii, 333; ir, 351), wus the capiial 
ef this Eudai'iid dietrlot, and lay eeren leagues distant both 
from Hemsdiio and from Nihurand. Here were the fire 
Districts Duned from tbs rirers Hind-r^, Sarkan-rud, 
Karsau^riid, LsmI-rQd, and Barasmahin reepectirely. 

Samack of Bharrs^n, at the headwaters of the Muicdakun 
river, bas already bean mentioned, Sbabdsbabar and Fulad 
(the readings are uncertaio) are diatricte no longer shown on 
our maps, but which probably lay near the city of ITIbarsind; 
and this lest, Mustawd writee, comprised three DIstriote, 
named Malair, landLuo, and Jahuk, which, bowoTor, aie 
likewise oot to be found on modern mapa Coming finally 
to the south •eoetern ccroer of tbe proviuee of Foreian ‘Dak, 
Hamd-Allah notices tbe cities of Yaed, Maybud [86], and 
Kiiyfn [37J, whiob, as iie righdy lowarke, were formerly^

A very fall eooouot is next giveu of Tabrlr, beginniog 
with ite early bietory, and how it bad recently been rebcilt 
and onlargod Sy ObiTsiin Eb&n. Detnils follow of the 
new wallsj with the ton oity gutes, also of the outer suburb 
and wuU, with iu eix gates. Tabrie, accoi^diiig to Hamd- 
Allah, was tho largosC city in Pereia; it was watered by the 
river Mihran-iud, wbiob rose in the Sohond mouQtaiii lying 
to the south, and round tbe city lay the seven diatricts 
(given above) called for the moat port after the varioue 
etreoms which irrigate tbdr lands (the reading of these

jjaniQs, however, is in many Cftoes very oncartiiin). The 
Mihran rQd, tfbiuh ran through the euburbe of Tabriz, end 
the f'ard-rlid to the south woeC, 'which also come down from 
Mount Suhund, h(»ih Joined the F^niv*Tud at a alioi t dietaiioe 
to the north of the city; and this hitter river, which roeo in 
the great mountuio dUtriet ciillod Sublliii'kiih to tlie north' 
cast of Tabile, 'flowed out into the Urmlyiih T.uko, aomo 
ft>rtT niiloe away to tUo weRtworil of the city. The uiountume 
of Salmml and Sublau, m uI»o those voriciiw atn^onis nro oil 
Curefuily deaurihud l>y Humd'AlIuh in Appeuclicoa II aod IV 
(L, 204tf, m/>. 2l7r, hSf.j). 

Tho UrtnTyivh Lnke flpponra to have been kuowo to 
TCumd-Allah under the name of tho Lake of ICbaujaat,^ 
hut the origia of the name ik nowhere explained. Be also 
frcquenlly ri'fera to it oa the Salt Luke {I>aryu4*8hur), or aa 
tho Lake of Ttiruj or Taanj, from the ounic of the towu near 
ita northern shore; and ha vvrltoa that fu rm ialuud of the 
Juke the Mongol Princca bad Choir buriul-pluce under a grout 
hill (L, 2^(if). Tho town of Awjun. or Ujilu [1], which 
(Bhutan Khun liad rebuilt, lioa to the ctiet of Tubrts, and 
ita river, whiuh ri.sea hi Mount Snhand, joins tlie Sariiv' 
rud fL. 218«). Turn] [2] or Tuaiij,* w))ich aouietimea guve 
ile name to the UrmTyub Luke, luy eloao fo ita ourtherii 
shore, and to the west of Tabriz. 

ArdiibU lay at Ihe foot of Mount Sablnn, on the river 
AndiiiSb, alao called the Ardabil river; thia, after paaalDg 
til a Bridge of 'Alt-Sliub, boourae an affineot of ^e Ahor

Tlio town, nccordiiij? to TSknl (i» 108) ond 
the I tin era rr, was two cliiya* roaxi’U from Anlubtl. In 
formor tirods Firnsuihiid hnd bean tho cupibtl of the Kiialkhal 
District, and MustuwR m on (ions e number of tUs neigh* 
boiiring viiUges (AimduU* Eljuini<liih*BT), Snsjcid-rucl, as id 
Zniijllnbad), bist i^odo of those unfortsuifiroly sse now to be 
found on the map. Dfirmynia, wilb the viliisgee of Xnl, 
Jumkii, and Zdhur, wue of tide iioigbhtiurhood. Sbahiiid 
was the DIauSoC on the stream ealled tho Ab*Sliol, on afflai>nt 
of tho Safid-Tiid (1.. 218A). Of this diatiict tho ohiaf places 
wero ^hiil [4] at>d Eulfir (which still exist), and adjacent 
Ixy the THtish (or IhwsTlisli) District of *Irak 'Ajomi. 
P7«ihkui (which in the preoMit maps is wrirteu lifl'dikTit) 
is tho naQo of tho Distrirt of which Abar [5} was the oblef 

towtj { the town of PisihkTu also existed, and forsnoi ly was 
known as Vamvl, lying one march from Ahur. A number 
of other placel were of this disuicr, among them Taksllafah, 
Unsir, which with Vuravi Is described by YSklit (I, 367; 
;v, 918), al«) Arjnk, Jiyiir, and KalanUr, this lest bring 
at tho foot of the hill called SiyuU EHli, 'the black 
mountain * (L.«2U2it). Most of the otiior plocse In I'Tbhkin 
here mcntlonod must hare stood on the southern slopes of 
the Sablitn mountain (L. ^{14'a}, though only the last uumed, 
EalanUr, now appears on the map, Ibn Piahklo heiog the 
family nnrae of the Amir of (he Prorince. 

The city of A bar [ff] lay oo the river of the ian>e name 
(the Ahar-rdd). This flowed down from the Pass of 
Arnifniin, whioh the Monguls called Quichnh Mtl (Blue 
Irake), and after taking up tho ArdabH rirer discharged 
ioto the Arse (L. SZ7v ; sse also Route sxiii). To the nor(K 
of Ahar was the mouataiu oallod Sarahand (L. 206e), and 
^ ID the neighbourhood at the foot of Mount Sahlau stood the 
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following; places, Tinmoly, DarnvaH, whore the Mongrels bad 
their winter quarters, the Castle of Eohmn, Kllan-Fadlnn, 
and Mu ft (Mtoe hnte Yaft, and lllft is printed in the 

Jih^n Nxirni^ p- 385). Murdaa Na^ra apparently lay to the 
northward of Ab«r, oa the Area rlrer. 'rho caatle of Kaw- 
Jfiz (flurremndod by the towns of Hill, Bii), TIinduvIin, end 
Buluk-Inju) stood on the upper waters of the Ah or rivor 
and is describud by Yiikilt (It, 823). The city of KIiutT [6], 
or ICKoi, elands ou un affluuit of tho Aras wbiclfmso in tho 
mountains to the iioKh of Salmas [7]. Tbis latter oity. 
as wall as Urrnlyah [S], which now g^Tos its namo to the 
Lako, and XTelmiiyaU [9], all lie at some distHOCs to the 
westward from tlic shoro, standing on strums that flow into 
the Lake. The town of SarS? [10], otherwise wntten Somt 
or Sarub, lies under Sublan IviHi in the midst of fonr 
Biatriots, these are nnmed by Mustawfi Warsand, Baruid, 
Baroghueh, and Snkhirits atreom bos already been 
mentioned as tbe most important of tbs rivers flowing* 
through TahrT*. 

Miyffnah or iliynm'j [II], formerly ft large town, but 
when our author wrote a inero village, stnnda in the Garro' 
rud or *IIot Hirer’ district. At some dietence above the 
town tbe river Garm^riid, which rinos iu flto iDOuntoine 
south of SarftT, joins the left bank of tho Miyanij river, 
and this last below the town further reoeires tho water 
of the Hesht-rud—’Eight Streams—on its right bank, 
which, before flowing in, passed under a groat bridge of 
thirtv-two arches, and bad its source in the hills to the 
eastward of Morngbab (L. 218A, n, also JiJidn I/imi, 
p. d88). The Miyunij river itself camo down from the 
west, rising in tho ooutitry south of Ujln; after receiving 
the strsums of its two ftffluoiits, it turned northward at 
uo great distuQce from the town of Hiyiinij, and peered 
its water into the Safid-rild, which from this poiut, and 
down a considerable length of its lower course, formed the 
boundary betwseu the provinoos of Aclharbayjan and Porsiaa 
‘Irak. The Bafid^riid—‘White Itivsr' — which Mustowfl 
says tho Turks colled Uiilan Mulcin (evidently a uonuptiou^ 
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had ite head>vatete ia the Ktirdietun proviaca in the Jibfil 
Panj Angueht, called in Turkish Bcfih'psrmalc, hoth oemds 
eigaityiDE the ‘Fivo>fingor-mountain.’ Flowing northward> 
(he Sofld^riid first roceived the Zanjua river (slrasdy 
muntionod in Chap lor 2) oa its right banh^ then the 
Hiyfiuij rivoTS on iis loft bunk, and, next taming west¬ 
ward, tefioived nbn on its left bunk the united streams of 
the Sanj?d& and Cadjv-rCid (givsu in (he i7iAdn Kumd, 
p. 38S, as Saikfud sad Kudpv) coming down from the hills 
to the south of Aidabil (L. 2! 8/), the position of which river 
ie fixed by the Xtinomry (Uoute xx). Below tliie, and also 
on the loft bank, thoro flowed in the Shal river ^ from the 
ShnUtiid Oieti'ict, already spokeu oi in a previous porugraph. 
After paseing through tbo Talish district, the Safid-iud 
was next joined oo Its right bunk by the ^'arum river, 
and then by the river 3huh*rud of the Co^tiitry of the 
Aeeaseitie, both of which streaine hove already been 
laontioned in Oil spier 2, and finally ia Kswtam of the 
GTiun Froviiioe the Sofid-rud flowed ont to the Caspiau 
(L- me). 

Meraghoh, one of tlie former oapltele of the province of 
Adhavbayjnn. %tood on the river ^ft-rud, which, rising in 
Mount Sail and, flowed out dirootly, or indirectly by over¬ 
flowing into the bod of the Jagbtu*rud, into tho Urmlyah 
Luke {L. I^IS'^). The city of Muriighali was famous for the 
Obaorvat^iry buUt by the order of fiulagu Bhnn for lfn?ir-ad- 
Bin of Ttis, the aetronomer, but in the time of Hemd*Allah 
this building was elrondy in ruiae.^ The districte of 
hlurdghah are given us ^arajua, KiySjun, Basakh'rQd, 
QAfdul, Heeht-rud, Bilustlu, Angurin, and Kul TJziln

The fowu of Murund [15] lies to the north of iHa luko, 
and ite rivoi*, which ia uleo called the Ziilu, is a tributary 
oi the Khoi (or KLutI) rivor, whiob flows to the Aros 
(L. 218^). To the north ward of Murand lay the cnede of 
Diftmar, on a tributary of the Area, wblob Tnlcut (ii, 57«7) 
iise also deecribud, Zunjiyun or Zungi)un [16] stood neur 
the bridge over tbe Aros called Pijl'i'Khudii AfurTn, and 
this was oomited us of tbe Munliiii Ka'Ini diatidet mentioned 
above. In (hia neighbourhood also appears to have boon 
the town of BivaK—eoinc M8B, giro Zalbur and lllvaa, 
with Zaniis in tbe Ji7iSfi yiwt(l (p, 887). Kuikar [17] ie 
mentioned by Yiikut (Iv, 262), iiiid ia poiCbibly identical 
wjib tbe fortress namod Iliwtr Kami (from a oistaka of 
the copyist) by *A11 of Tazd; H stood cloeo to the great 
bridge over tlie Aras, built by ^iyS-al-Mulk, eon of Malik* 
Shah's WazTr, the celebrated Ki^uiD-ahMulU. *AIi of Tead 
describee this bridge at some length JfdmaA, i, 890), 

and it crossed tbe Ams on the direct load from NakbcldviTn 
to Miimnd. 

Nekhchivun [IS], wbloh the Arab geogiuphers called 
Nosh own, lUe to tbe north of the Aros, and four leagues from 
tbe city was the anow-clad mountain of Miiat-Siih (L. 206r). 
Tlio foiiress of Alanjik, flooordiiig to Saint Martin {M^rnoire 
tHr I'ArClinic. i, 146), was called Erenjag in Aimooian, and 
lay a short distanoe to tbe east of Hekbobivuii. Muatawd 
eleo apenka of ShilrmarT, Nnghas, and Faghun ae fortresses 
of tho Knkbchivnn Distiict; and probably Ukewiss of tbi% 
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reighV>ur}kocKl wu AkVi'bliu (or Ajnan), kcovn o» the 
ERr'kliuiiah or ' Works^ljqi,' oq account of tbo worka at 
the oeiijbbounn^ copper-inino. Urdubud [19] et&nde on 
tho Aroa, ftt fibe junolioo oi a etrenm Troia ibo iiortb, whioh 
Muetawti save rUos in Mount XU'liu (nr Kilu*'n}f and on 
tlua an mo river Higlwr up Liy Axud, lUo last town Tneutioned 
in tbie cliupter.

It is no longer fouud on tbe 
map, but iis poHltioii Is givou In the Itinerary (Routes zx 
and zziii) as lying four Irngiies norib of Uaraand [l]i wblob 
etill exists, and wliioh wiu» a notable town oa early as tbe 
daye of tbe OuUph Hu'tufinii eon of Hiirun > ai* • Eaabld, 
Pilvar [ 2 ] or Ptlsuvlir (not marked on any map) stood oq 
the 8(1*6010 ooiniog from Bnjm*v&n, end waa eight leagues 
distant from tbe latter town. It is said to have beun named 
after an Amir of tbe Buyide. Muhmudabud [ 3 ] ta tbe 
pUio of OdvlHirl, nvar ihe Oaspian, according to tbe 
Itinerary (Route xxi) was twelve leagues beyond PUvar. 
^iTarnebabiab Uy two Iwgues disUni from tbo sea*shore; it 
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waa tildo oftlled Bu'Shahriih or Abar*Sliahr, according to the 
J}f>^ Kum& (p. bTit it ii iiapoasible nw to fix exactly 
thd poaitioB ol any of the«a placoa, which appear to have 
complotely dieopp^rod from the modern mapa. 

The territory of Arrna, which the Amb goo^raphera 
alwaya apell Al-Bila (prnuoonood Ar^Han), oa though it 
ware an Arabia namo, ie tlia triangle of Utid inolodod 
bat ween the rt7Qra Aroa and dur—the Amxoe and Oyrui*. 
The Ame is deacribed (L. 313d) aa rising in i^e TCallkulil 
monntaioa near Arzan'or-Itutn (now Ersornm), whonoo it 
£owe through Armauia and along the aoutham border of 
Arrim to its junction with tho Kur, hating been proviously 
joined from the soulh^ or right boulc, by tbo Kuia 5S, tho 
name, appai^ently, of the lower courae of nniled etreame which 
flow down from Ardabll and Ahar deacribed in Chapter 3. 
Tho rivor Itur (Ij. 215y) ideo n>ee in the mooaiaine, 

and passing through Gurjielaa oarao to the city of Tidie. 
Below this town it formed tho northem frontier of Arrnn, 
and Hamd-Anah abitos that hero a branch wont off to tho 
Lake of Slmiskur, thongh what sheet of wntor is tbua 
indicated is not rery clear. Tbance I ho mnin atrsam of tiio 
Kuf passed on down to its juuoticn with Ibe Aras, the 
combined streams flowing out to tha Caapisif after passing 
through the GusKtaisft country. 

The capital of Arran was Baylaknn, at tho close of tbo 
fourleenth century a.d, freqoently mentioned by 'All of Taod 
in his account of the oonqiiosu of Timur. During kia siege 
the city was partially destroyed, but was rebuilt in 1403 a. d. 
bv command of Timur, and a canal dug, six farsokbs long, 
bringing to it tbe waters of tha Aras river (Zqfijr IfSnuiA, 
ii, 543, 546). Though apparently oU tiacea of the town 
have disappeared, its approsiraato position is flxed by the 
Arab Idnerai ies of Ibo Khurdadbih (p. 132). EudSmsh 
(p, 316), ud Ibu Hawkal (p. 361). According to these 
Bsylakun lay fourteen leagues south of llardbl'&b, and 
aaven or nine leagues north of the Aras bank, oa the road 
ooming ap fVom Barssnd. In Armenian it wss known 
m Phaidagaran (Saint hlartin, ifMoiyf aw 
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i 154). B&rdba’aU [4], ft town that atiU esista, tba 
QAQ3ft being more ofton written Bftrdft', stood on the river 
TarCur, a riglit bank affluent of the Kur \ and Gaujab to 
the nortb>west ie uow more goiionUy known ae EUsabetpol, 
its Russian name. Slruk, or Ilii'uk, waa the name of the 
summer postures above Iturdu', but it is not now foniid 
iDsrkod on our tnupe, and iu Lbe Ji/tin IfHmd (p. 393) the 
uaino is priniod Turk.

Tbe prorince of SbTrvan lay to tho north of tbe Kur 
river, and extended to the foot of that part of the Canooeus 
range known to MoeWm geographers as l)arband*i-BaV 
aUAbwili^'tKe Barrier of the Gate of Oates.' Bilkuyoh, 
or Baku, waa its port on the Caspian, and Shftra&Idil inland 
—now oolled Slieralikba—was the capital city, famous, ae 
Muetawd relutM, from tbo legendary Rock of Moeee and the 
FounUun of Lite, botli of which were oaid tc have cciated 
heM. Kabivluh stood near the mountiuna: its poiiiion 
ia unknown, but from mention by ‘AIT of Yasd (i, 40d) 
whon describing t)io campaigns of I'iinar in Georgia, it 
mnet have srood very near tbe river Kur, and the T^baUb 
monncein is also mentioned by blue(nwfi (L.306rf). FiruzSbad, 
or Flruz-kubud, both names being given by Yakut (iii, 928, 
92>^), was a town etanding in tbe neighboorbood of tbe 
Caspian, thongh its position cannot be more exactly dxod. 
The Guahtiisfi proviaoe, said to have been so named after 
Ouehtliaf, one of tbe ancient Pereien kings, formed part of 
SLirvao, and lay sloog tbe ahoro of the Caspian above tbe 
month of tbe Arse river.

The kiogdom of Unro, Aaia Minor, was at the time when 
MuatawB wrote divided among the dynuatiea of the Ten 
Amirs, w]io bad auccaeded to the inberilance of the SeljOks 
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ia tUeM parts, and their butory haa been fully dieouMed 
bj Pi^ofewor Lone‘Poole in the pages of this JourQal 
(ISS^, p. 773). Unfortiinntolj, the Arab geogn^pbore affoid 
ue but little infunuution ul>iut Ania Minor, wbicli, during 
tiie eerlior ueiuurics of the Abbueida, hud of ouarae formed 
pail of the By»auiineem|Mic, and wliieb only Game within the 
buiinduriee of iBblm when orcu|>icHl (470 a.ii.) by the Buljuka 
of Rum in Ibe luiirr pcivl of tba oloventh coofnry Tbo 
cexl two oditnrieii (tbu xlxth and aevontb of tbo Ilijrab) 
were Lbe period of uingiuliccncH for thueo Salju^ in Asia 
Minor, after whicli liiHr power mpidly wened befure tbe 
riaiJig glory of the OKomnn *J*urlca, wiiuao Sultuii, 'Orkban. in 
iho early purl of the Ibuitecuth century aj> hud eatubli^d 
bis cupiUiI at Bruaa, bad oiguaizrd the fumoiie oorpe of tbe 
Jaoisuriee, uiub after taking Kicomodia iu 1227 and Riesa 
ia 1330, woe Ibreateaing llio IIollMpont, 

Tbia waa tho atule of nffuire wbea Muetuwd wrote, and 
wbiob ia doeenbed by bia euntumpurury Ibu Bittutuh, w]io 
travelled over the length uiid the bicudlh of Avia Minor 
during the year 733 (1333 A.n.}* The deacrlptioa of Asia 
Minor given by Mustawflt however, evidoutly dates fi’oot an 
earlier period, nod givoe an aoouunc of tbo country as it was 
under the Saljuka; hs knows nothing of ^e later ooiiqueeta 
of the Tarke, and tlie most western town, spparenUy, that 
he mentions ia Gui Itisar, 120 miloa aoutb'weac of Aniukly&b. 
More than one*half of tlie plaoce mentioned iu tbie chapter 
of the 2>7ui/uU can eosily be identiilLd on llie modern map; 
but uifartunately, unong eoine fifty place > names, I am 
unable to fix either tbo position or the true reading for 
nearly a score of towne, and oeitbor Ibxi Batu^ nor Hiijji 
Hbalfah are of much aid lU the matter. 

The Ji/idn of the bitter author quotaa little of the 

in the obapters devoted to Asia Minor, and the /lAAn 
^unra deaoribee the country as it exieted in (he doya when 
Hiijji Rhalfsh wrote, namely, at ilia beginning of the 
seventeeDth oeniury A.D., when all Aeia Minor had for nearly 
three centuries formed ao integi^ part of the Oltoraan 
Rmpire. Further, the information which Mueiawfi givea 
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about tbe tatrOB that be names is vary meagre, and the 
alpbabetioal order, In vliiub for tbe moat part tbeee names 
are arranged, unforCunatcly fails to giro the clue wbiob 
we eliould have wore the towns meni ioned auoordiug to the 
varioua dietricte, or province by provjnoo. 

The chief oity of the ICingdoru of Klim wbb Sfvae 
(Sobastoia), which had been rebuilt by 'Ala-ud^Diu JCuy* 
Kublld tho Salj01;.. Its woo} was famooe and was largely 
exported. AbulustHii ia unw known as AbBueliio, and is 
the medkoval Arabissue. Aiikurob (written with tlie dotted 
^ and ahort vowel) ie Angora; but the name, aa Ylikut 
(i, 1^0} stiktes, ie more generuUy written AuguvTyah (with 

OT ky and long vowula), under which form it fre^ueatly 
ocourv in the JViSwtA of 'All of Yusd (ii, 417 aod 
elsewhere). Arsanjan on the upper Euphrates aod Araao' 
ar-KQm (Erxerum) need no comineut, being well known. 
Ariik also ley near tho Eaphmtes, bub it is not apparently 
marked on the map; neither ia A^Ik to be found, but the 
readioge in both oasee aie doubtful. Ak Saray—‘White 
Palace'—is some distance to tho south-west of the Taita 
Lake; it woe bnilt by 'Ixx-ad-Dm KiUj-Aieldn the Saljtlk 
ill 566 (1172 A.D.). 

There were two pUwe called Ak Shalir—J White Town ' 
—one lying eeven leaguee aovtb-weet of Aiaanjiin; the 
other a town threo marolios to the north* west of Eiiniyab, 
aod both are marked on our mape. AmSeiysb (Aiaaeeia 
on the Halye) and Anlakiyah (Antioobela) still exist. 
AwnTk or AvanTk ia given by Yakut (i, 4OS), and 'All 
of Yaad (i, 691) mentions it as having been stormed and 
captured by Tienue; it being a cestle in the mo uq ulna eight 
leagnee distant from Arxea-ai-Krim. Uostawfi odds that 
the town &t the foot of the castle was oalled Abaakhur; 
and according to Sdint Martin (Mimoirf, i, 109) Avaolk is 
the place now called ia Turkish Juviiu ^al'sh, which lies 
to the north of the Aras between Haaan ^al’ah on the west 
end Majankird on the east BdbirC lies to the north of 
Arzanjan, but I am unable to identify Ziifarlu, ZubsrkT, 
DhSlu (or Zulu), and Shah rah, which lost is reported tc have 
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stood 00 tbo cocut of tbc Black Soa; tbe epeliio^, bowoTer, 
of ihe tiist tbreo Domaa is vary doubtful, and apparo&tly 
none of thorn occur in tbo pagoe of Che cTtAdn ifamd, 
or in uny ol the earlier geograpben. Ebarbirt, or 
Ebarput, is near tbe jnnetion oi tbo eeatern Eupbrutee 
or river Ac^oiia, on which etreftin, but higher up, lay 
Shioubiit (loo I S. £7). Saiaeuti wae elready a celebrated 
port for abipping on the Black Sea; 'Ajnuriyab (Aniorian)) 
etiil exiate f^uetawfi, apparonily by some error, etatoe IbaC 
tbe name vma tboa prouonaoed Askuriyab, which, ea alreody 
noted, ia Angorev). Kultkalil wua a oity in the country 
of ibia narao, near tbo Armenian frootier (see l.S. 04), 
which bee generally beon identified with tie Bysantine city 
of Theododopolii on the upper Eupbratoa, otherwiee oalled 
Eorio. 

&ra Hifar—'Black Fort'—wee the name of diveree 
oaetlee, four of which were eapeoially oalebrated. One 
(apparently not marked in oor maps) was on the mountain a 
near Eay^ariyah; another was of the district of KQiuyah 
(probubly the Kara Hi^fir lying south •west of 'Amuiiyah); 
a third ooetle of this name stood noar Nikdah, while the 
fourth Karu ^ lying a abort distanoe north* eaet 

of Ak ShaUr* and belonging to the Arsonjan dletricL 
Kaatamuniyah lies some diatiinoe west from BaiDsun; and 
Kiimauat is one of the mony towna called GoraaoB by the 
Glreeks. KilniyaU is the older Icontum; here the castle 
bad been built by SuIImu Kilij ArsHa of out atone, and in 
like material great city walls were ereoLad by ‘Aid-ad* Din 
Kay*KabSd the Saljilk ; Kiiniyali further was celebrated for 
the tomb of the Sufi saint aod poet J&lal-ad-Dln BSmf. 

Kayaariyah (Oaesoreia Masuka) still exists, but Kat (or 
XSb) ie apparently not to be found on our mapa. Kanadkh (or 
Kamkb)oE the Euphrates is well known (l.S. 4B), and Gul is 
probably Oul Hifor to the soutb-weat of Antaklyab, which 
was visited by tbn BatuUh (ii, 2tl9), but tbe double town 
called Kfr and Bakij I am unable to identify. Luluah ia 
in the Cilioien passes north-west of Tarana, and Kikdoh (or 
^igdah) lies to tbe north oi it Maletiyah is Melitene near

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tbe Bupbrate^ (I.S. 48), and ITjksiir Btanda a abort dietanco 
aouth'eost oi Sarosua and AniasiyaL. 

Huebjnr (wbich ia not roentionod m the JihSn Utimd) is 
said to have boea the Ooetla of Bararoun, botter Iciioivd as 
Larandab, the capital of the Eamauiii province on the 
borders of Little Armenia. Yalldin B&siir (not marked 
on our roape) ms a town hot ween Kiiniysh and Shalir, 
oelebrated for ita hot eprlngs; aod KTtsSlidir, froqocntl/ 
meationed b^ 'All of Yasd (ii, 418 and elsewhere), elands 
half-way between Ankiirah and ^ymriyah. Znmandii, 
Kadnk (or Eadiil), and Ttunor Aghaoh (or ^ur Agbaob) 
I am unable to identify, aod the namoe do not occar in the 
JPtin ifumd. Ziynrfit Bazar is poeaibly the town of Ziyarat 
to the eontU of Kbarput, Agrldur is the town at the 
aouthem end of the lako of this name ; it is mentioned by 
Ibn Ba^ntab (ii, 2C6), also by 'All of Yazd (ii, 486). IGvak 
probably is the place of this name lying a short distance to 
the west of Slvus. Sivrl ^ienr is the woU-koown city, north 
of'Amuriyab, to which, according Co 'All of Yazd (ii, 44S), 
^mur marcbed in eix stages from Angora. Ifeither 
Kuluoiyab (Oolonia) nor Eastakl occurs in the JiAan Numa. 
DOT is eitber apparently to be found on the map, for both 
are said by Mustawii to Ue on the ahore el «bo Black Sea.^ 
Kush Hisar, however, erists, standing to the south of 
^B^TDUoiyah. and Malan^Sbiyah, whiob is referred to by 
Yakut (iv, 686 ), lies east oi Kuniyab, sod is the enoieat 
Malseopeia.

Tho Aml:^goograpiier8 uafortur^alcly nffonl ua but meagre 
accouQte of Arinenui, and tbnagU 'AU of Yasd in hia 
deacription of tbe oampaigna of Timur cnnbtoa iia to ideodfj 
aome of tbe outataudlng Damoa, Hnjji Khulfab in tbe Jihdn 
I^umi prorea of little aervfce. Tlanco, out of tbe list, ae glron 
above, it hoB been only poeeible to identify a third of tba 
pieces named. 

Hojnd-Allah rorDorka that this country ia divided into 
Cheater and Leaser Armenia; but that vitb Leaser Armenia 
(otherwise GiHoia), of ivbiob tbe capital was 6ie, he does act 
deal in detail, for this formed ao part of Iriin. Tbe great 
lake which ia tba central feature of the country, now called 
Lake Ynn. Hamd-Anah descnboa (L. 22^5 the 

nemo of the Aijisb or Akblaf Lake, from what were then 
the two ohief towna on its borders. It waa celebrated for 
the heh called ^riJch, with which ite watora, that were salt, 
abounded. Our author also spoake of the laodern Qukobah 
Lake under tbe name of Buhayroh Gukohab Taugiz, moauiug 
in Turkiah 'tbp Blue Lake’ (L. 22bib). It lay on (be 
Adbarbayjiin frontier of Armenia, und ita watera were 
eweet and good for drinking ; the Gukohab TangTa ia also 
fl^quently mentioned by AlJ of Yazd {Zq/ar Ndoioh, i, 414, 
416; ii. 878). 

The town of Akblat, at the north-west comer of tho Van 
Tjoke, waa then the capital of Armenia and produced revenue 
to the amount of 50,600 dinitis (about £12,600), end above 
Akhlat^othe eastward rose tbe greet moontaln of ICiIb STbojt, 
now called Slpan Dagh (L. 206f). Koither Abtiit, ' a 6ne 
town,* aor Armuk ia appareotly marked on the mep; but 
Ar}lah ia atiU found at the nortb'weet end of tbo lake. Ala^

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ia d««oribed aa a goad paatura^groupd, wlicra Argliun Ehao 
licul built himself a Saray or paUoe fb; hie sumroov quarters; 
it ia the mountoiaous region nov known as Ala Dogh to 
the north aod oorth-east of the lake, and ia frequOQtl}r 
mentioiied by ‘All of Tasd (I.S. 417, 431, 6d6) j further, 
Timar kopt hia standing oamp hare during the Goorgian 
oacnpaigna. In the neighbourbood ia the town of Bund> 
MShI (Fish l^am), one slogo to the eastward of Arjislt (sco 
Eoute xzt) on the Arjiah bay of Lake '^n. Hhuahub lies 
at some dUtanoe to the south*east of the Van Lake. 

The places named BaySn (or KabSr), Cbmdin (Kharavln 
or Jaanrta), Joroiaraat (Jarrarib or Harsarbat), Luki' 
yam fit (TumSoat), HaognmabSd, dulam (Shalam), ‘Ayn, and 
Eabud, are none of them to be found in Tukut, thoagh 
many of these names are copied into the Jihdn 2Tnn>i 
(p. 41S) without ooioment; they have apparently also 
disappeared from the id up, and the rendicgs are ia most 
Oaeee uDOortein. Maliiajird lies on the upper course of the 
western Suphrates, due north of Lake Tan: the oity of THia 
itself ia near the eastern end of the hike, and TaspTa lies 
on its souibem shore. The exact poriciou of Valashgird is 
doubtful; but Yakut (iv, 9D9) inentioos a town of this 
name as situated near Akhlat, though aone' is now ehowa 
OD the map.

The upper pert of Uasopotareia is known either as Jksireb, 
'the Island,’ or else as Diyiir-Bakr and Diyiir*Rabi'al^. 
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meaning the Lands of Bakx and ^l>rah, (lie tiro Arab tribes 
vhiob bad settled in tbeee parte before the Moslem oosqneat. 
Di>Sr«Babi'ah is the eouth-eaaCem half of the proruce* with 
Mosul for capital; Diyar-Bokr being the north-irestem 
part> with Amid for its chief town. Mosul on the Tigris 
was the largest oity of the JaaTruh province i but Irbil 
(Arbela), to the eastward, standing half-way between tho 
banka of the two Zubs, woe a place of great importance. 
The Cppor &r Greater Zab roee in the mountuna of Armenia 
and flowed down to join tbo Tigris at Hodithah^; while 
the Lower or Laeecr Zub, called also Majoun, 'ik9 mad 
river,’ because of its swift current, rising also is Armenia 
joined the Tigris at tbe hill of Sinn (L. 21^*). In many 
cf the MSS,’ Araan or Arzanah is nut described, an 
important town standing on a left bank affluent of the 
Tigris, and its mine still eaiat. 

Amid ia the chief piece of DiySr-Bakr (and the town is 
often colled by the name of tbs province); it stands oo the 
Tigris to the weaCward and higher up than tbe inflow of 
the Araan river. Tbe towns of BS$aydsb and Bu^Inu];l 
I am noftble to identify’ (the latter name being variously 
given in the MSS. as Bdzsroukh, BStahbuj, etc.), but from 
its position in* the slpbabstical order, tlie first syllable ia 
apparently Bu—>the Syriac fonn of jUnyt or 
common in the place-names of this region. Bar|alla is 
mentioced by Tlikut (i, 567), aud still e^te obout sixteen 
miles to the eastward of Mosul, bat it la diffloult to 
identify the town called ^ or Jasur, and the reading is 
probably corrupt. Bairoslj, though it has disappaarsd from 
the map, is mentioned by Ya^Qt (i, 750), aind from bis 
acooant we learn that it stood near tbe mouth of the Lower

Hisn lloyfo is an iinportent fortrosa oa tbe I'igrls, lying 
due south of Ar;uiQ (I.S. 264). Klidbur is the name of 
some town on the ICbabiir nver, on which stood XUs'al* 
*Ayn, and l))e IChabur river, after taking up the IlirmSa, 
joined the Euphrates at l^kUTya, or Circealurn. Itakkah, 
the ancient Calliniou^ stands on the Euphrates, above iJ^o 
junction of Che BalTkh river (1.8. 60), near the fornous 
battlefield of SilTtn. Ruhli, or Edessa, is described in muiiy 
of the und some dchuls are given of its wonderful 

church os. 8nHrd (south ui Bitlis) wua fa)noua lor its 
maanfactui'S of copper pots and cups. Sinjar stood on the 
mountam eido cvsilookiug tho Tburthur river, this last 
being s branuK etroam from the Hinuas river, wliicU, 
dewing eastward, joined the Tigris at Tak^t (L. 2l9o). 

8nk ThamSnIii-^‘Market of the Eighty’—records tlio 
settlement of that number of the oompanioiu of Koab when, 
according to Moslem tradition, the Ark came to rest on 
Tabsl Judi. Tlus Buk Tkiinniim is not found on the mnps, 
but Mount JudT is kuown, and in hie Itioerory Mukaddoai 
(p. 149) repoiis that this town ley one march distant {wt«st) 
of Jcusirah Ibo ^Oiuar, and Abu-l-Fidu (p. 276) aaye that 
Tbarnaain lay to the north of ‘Iinadlyuh. 'Akr, signifying 
*a castle,’ cousbiutly recurs io place-names; the castle bore 
intended is doubUoss ‘A^r-aI*HumsydTyah, mentioned also 
by Yakut (iii, 696), which is marked ou the map some 
thirty miles to the eouth-oast of ^Imediyah. This last, 
a town of considerable size, is said by Mustanfi to have

from ^mod-ad-Dui Zangi, Lord of Mosul, who bad foa&dad 
the town in 597 (a,o. 1142). 14ot fav from 'Imadiyah is 
!SarmaIIe, of the Moenl diitriot, aUo mentioned by Takftt 
(Iv, 267), whioh will bo found to the south of Barieitu. 
^rlcblyd stands on tbo Euphrates at tlis juuotion of the 
JLhabur (l.S. 51). Mai’dln was famous for its ceetle, and 
tho Sur tivor which irtigated its gardens flowed thence 
northward to join the Tigris (L. 219^). Muab stands near 
tbe uppor waters of the Arsanoe or eastern Euphrates. 
Mayufarijukyn lying aonlh*west of it, end on s loft hank 
affluent of the Tigris. Kaslbiu or Nisibis, celebmted for 
its roees and venomous eoorpioas, is on the HirmSs river, 
which forms tbe chief affluent of the Cbabur (L. 219m) i 
lastly, Kineveb (KinevT), opposite Mosul ou the Tigris, wu 
famous for the sbrlne sbown here of the prophet Tunus or 
do&ab.

The dasoription of Eurdistnu given by Mustawd (which 
Hajji Ehulinh has tjoplod almost verbatim into bis Ji/idn 
i^utnd) presents a nnmber of smelt problems which I find 
myself unable sstisiactoiily to solve. Eordistun, or the 
Land of the Kurds, is not mentioned by the earlier Arab 
geographers, and it spjMars to have been first eicoted into 
a separate government under tbe Saljulu, who, in tbs time 
of SuUymiin Shah, divided it off from the reet of the Jibal 
Provinue, which tfaoy called Persian Tritk, as explained in 
Chapter 2. Sulayman Shah, under whose rule Kurdiaiari 
appears to bavo flourished gmutly, ou roamed Abuh (or 
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AyQb) vaa (be nephew ef Sultan Sinjar, who bad appoisted 
bim governor of tUia provjiico* and SnUynan Sbiih at a letev 
dato*^tbat is, from 664 to 666 (1169 to 1161 A.n,)^becante 
for a abort time the Soljuk Sultan of the Two 'Iriikj, and 
ohiof of bisbouee. 

Alanl (tbna m the JMn NumO^ p. 460, though dome 
MSS. read AluM) wae one of tbo chief towns of the pravinco 
of EnrdistAT), but no trace of it is to be discovered on the 
preeeot maps, it is ruentioned apparently b 5 no other 
geogrepber, and is not marked in the Itiaerary. At 
AlUbtar (the next town named by Kuetawfi) chore was 
an ancient ^ire-temple oulled Ardabiab (or Arakbosh), aod 
Allebtnr [ 1 ] would appear to have been some town in the 
weil-knawn plun of tUie name> still so marked on our maps. 
This towo is possibly that given in I bn Haw^l (p. 369), and 
others, as lying ten fareakbe south-west of Ifthuvttnd, being 
t welve leagues north of Subiirkh waat. The older geographers, 
however, spell the name X^u^btar. and the MSS. of the 
Tfuthai give every variety of rending lor this namo—suob 
as Airsbt, Al-Basbr (eo in tlio JiJiin ^Tunid, p. 460), Allsbur 
and Boshso that the idantiHoation given above is more 
than doubtful: and in regard to tiie Firo-tern pie I am at 
a loss for any further references.’ 

The town of Bahar [2], with its castle, which KaoiH- 
Aliah reports Co have been the capital of Eurdistan in the 
days of Suleyman 6hab, lies some eight milea to the north of 
Hamadan. HhuftiySn (given oa Ehunyau, S^ukhSn, Jufbitn, 
aod Ehayaan, with diverse other readings in the MbS., the 
form Hs^shiynn beiog printed in the JihAn Num&, p. 460) 
is difficult to idoutify; it was a hoe castle, according to 
l^cnd'AUob, tbaC stood on the bank of the river (but

The towu of Darband (Fasa of) TSj KUatUQ and Darband 
ZongT, also, arc oaitber of iliein markad on tba isap; 
Darband Taabi Ehlitun, bonofor^ is froqusntly referred to 
'Air of Zosd (i, 685, 509, 540) m hii account of iba 
Toarchca of 'I'iniur through SQrdie(nn< DirbU, or Diabll, 
'a roodiuzS'elaed toTm,’ llke^risa ia not found oitber ou tbs 
map or in the worka of Cbo earlier Ar&b googtuphora; the 
spelling, howereTj is moat uucertain, the MSS. giving Darall, 
Wszpal, eto., vith some other variants. 

Dioavur, the ruins of ^bioh have been described by 
Do Morgan (ifmton en Fsr^, ;i, do, 95), was etill, whan 
Mustawd wrotoj a Bne fcowa, and produced esoelloot oorn 
cn>pe. Tlie ruins of Jarajorniil [3J are marked on ibe maps 
ae lying due east of ^Kiimnnshali and south of Blsutuo [TJ, 
this position {for there are other villagea of the somo same) 
heiDg conhimod by tbe distancos given In tbs Itinerary 
(Route ii); and our author states that this place, called 
more especially SuIpTmIbad Jaiujamdl, was at one time tlie 
capital of Eurdistan, aod that it was founded by Suhne 
TTijaytu the Mongol. The city of Shabxaaur ^4] ia to be 
identified with the ruins at Yneln Tappab, in tbe present 
plain of Sbahraaur. The town was known to the Persians 
fls Nim*Ilfih—‘Half-way'—that ia, lying half-way between 
the ouoient Fire-temple at Maddin and the Temple on tbe 
Adbaibnvjaci iiontier at SalurTk (uUwody mentioned abuva 
in Chapter 2), whiuh Sir H. linwlinsoa has identified with 
Sbla of the Arab geographers (see J.RG.S., x, 65). 

IHrcDSnsbah, which the Arabs called KirmlsTo, was 
celebrated for tha aculptorea in the neigbbouritig mountain 
of Blsutiin. Eliind [5] and Euahun were two vlUages at 
the bead of the Hulwlln pass; the oame of Eushnn has 
DOW appai^ently disappeared from the maps, thoagh Eirind 
remains; and this latter in t)ie ^me of Mustowfi was the less 
important phioo of the two. EunguvSr, whioh the Arabs 
called l^r-oI-LufU?—' Bobbers’ Css^ ''According to cor 
author had been built with stones taken from the aocient 
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as 

«ita at BlautuQ. Majidasht, or Mahida^bt, i9 atiU tlie name 
of the great plain vatered by the Eirind rivor; and HareTn 
[6J, the natoe of a caatle and town, liea acme iiuloe eouth- 
ea^ of HirnsAtiBliah. Finally, [7], or Boe^m, is 

apparently the hualet near the proeoTit Tah>i'Ba»tan, at 
the foot of BlsQtun hill, for it ie deeoribod os a large 
village lying over against the great Aohononiun aoulptui oa, 
vhich repTceent, according to the Feieiana, Sing Sbneru 
Farvis and hie borao Shabdls, irltli Quoon Slilrb, and those 
Muatawh carofally dcsoriboa in his account of the Bieutiin 
moiiuCaifl (L. 203/).

Before noticing die towne in thle province It wHl bo well 
to eoiiiTTiarke such iuforication oe ie given by Ham<1*AlLili 
about the rivers which flow out to the Persian Golf by 
separate months or through the tidal estnariee of the Shat^ 
al'^Arab. The chief stream of Shiisiatan is tbe.Enru)i, 
which Mustawfl and the older geographers .call the Bujuyl 
(or Little Tigrle) of TusUr. This had its source in the 
Zardah Euh^‘ the Yellow Mountains'—of Gi'eat Lur, where 
also the ZundoU*;ud of Isfahan had its hood-waters (L. 204^, 
and see Chapter 2). The Bujayl river, after many windiiig*, 
flowed down post Tuetar to *Aekar Muknun and Ahwas, 
where it was joined by tbo Disful river, und their united 
streams poured into the broad estuary of the Shat^aU'Arab 
(L. 214a), which went out to the Peisiaa Gulf. The Busful 
river, which joined the Eavun below 'Askar Mukram, was 
formed by the ualtod etreams of the EuskI river and the 
.^b-i*.5aw'ah (or Kar‘ah), which last, flowing down from 
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Barujird (see above, Chapter 2), vaa also named the Silakhiir 
(L. 216tt). Farther to the weetward eamo the Karkbeh, 
alee called the river of Site; thia rose la the Alvand 
mountalua; it woe aooa joined the river Sitiku, al^o 
b^ the stroam from Khurramablid, and tbence flowing down 
past Siie to the Huwusah country cemo to tbo tidal estuary 
of the Kririin, by wbieb its waters, unitmg with the overflow 
of the Tigris and Fuphraiee, finally reached tils sea (L. 21 du, 
also JihdH p. 260). 

The boundary between Ehnsietan and Fare was formod 
by the rivor which is the name tbni Mustawfi and all 
the Arab geographers give to the river called at present 
tiie Jarriihl; the modern Tab river (flowing past Hindiyon) 
being pi'csumably the modimval Ab-i-Sbirin, but there is 
some confusion in the prosont nomeoclatare. The ^b 
river (of Mustawfi and (be Arab goographera) rose in the 
fiaram hilla in LurielSni it was soon joined by tbo waters 
of the Ab-i*Haeiu which came down from the Sumayrern 
moimtains, and the united strearoi some disianoe below 
the point of junction were oroued by tbe groat bridge of 
Faknn near Arrajan. After watering the Biahabr dittriota 
the Tab finally flowed out to tbe aea (L. 216s, v); and these 
places will all be mere pai Ucularly mentioticd in Ohaptor 12 
on Fara. 

Khu^sistiia woo octermicoua on Ihe north with Burdis(nn, 
thaae two Frovincce coming io between Arabian and Persian 
*InTk, though .Saymaroh, counted as of the latter (see 
Chapter 2), must have been very near tbe frontier of Trulc 
'Arabl. When Idustawli wrote the capital of tbe Khusislan 
Province was Tnatar, already then comojonly called Shustar, 
famous for tbo grout weir ooroas the Karun, which st the 
city gate divided the stream into three parts, colled 
reepectivoly the Canals of Dosbt^Abad, of Du‘Daailc, and 
of Chu1iur*Duaik (Two Sixths and Four Sixtbs). Ahwns 
boa ali’eady been noticed in my paper ou Ibn Serapion 
(p. 811). Tbe town of Turii (or Tub occordlog to some 
MSSO* on the se&*sbore, Z cannot identify, hut apparently 
^ii occupied more or leas the position of Ua^iyuu, so fre^aonUy 
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mentioQfid by tbd earlier geo^apbers. The inina oP Juadey 
ShSpur [1] exist at the village of Sbol^lMd, lying bolf-way 
between Cixlul and Taster; the town was famous for its 
aagar-oanes, es also was Kswlsob [Sj, tying to ibe east of 
(be lower Sorun, whruh town, Mustswd writes, was 
iobebited munly by Sabnoos. Disful-^'Bridge of tbe Biz 
ri7et'_WB8 anciently called Aodamieh, from tho nama of 
the bridge oi forty-two arobos which here crossed the Dia 
river. This IBridge of A.ndatnlsh is mentioij>ed by Ibn 
bfawikol (p. 2-59) and otbor earlier geographers whom YtiktiC 
(i. 872) bas quoted (soe also Ibn Sevapioo, p. SIS, and 'All 
of Tasd, i, db9); ita remains still exist (Be Bode, Lwktdn, 
ii, 163). 

Daskatah (or Dastgir) was on the Irak border, accordiog 
to Yukiit (il, 676), and possessed a strong coslle, but its 
exact pcsitioQ is difficult to 6x. Bamhurmus [3], (be name 
of wbicb, says Mustawfi, was alieady corrupted to Biimix, 
lay near tbe frontier of Furs; Siis [4], ‘Che most ancient 
city of EhuslsCSci/ was famous for the tomb of the prophet 
Daniel, and its ruins stand near the Earkboh river some few 
miles south-sooth-west of Didul (J)e Bode, ii, 186). For 
Bus some of tbe MSS. give Che spoiling Sflain, hut probably 
from the scribe having confused this bus with the town of 
a similar name la LuTistun, already men Cloned in Chapter 2. 
Tarnsak (or Tararak, as given in the Jih&n JVvmd, p. 234) 
cannot unforCuRately be idantided; it was famons for iCa 
ezoeUenC eugar-oanes. ‘Askar Mukram [6], tbe ruins of 
whiob are at Band-l-i^r (eee I S. 312), MnstawR reports 
woe also known by tbe Fsrsiao name of Lashkar or 'Caiop'; 
and somewhere higher up on the Maerakun stream [6] woe 
the town of ebia same name, the site of which baa apparently 
disappearod from the modem maps.

In the of the ll^Ehun dynnaty Fill’s hod co)no to 
be a much emaller jirovtnce thAii it bad boerw during tlie 
Oftlipbate, and as dasorlbed by the Arab geegrapbera. In 
the pages of Eamd-Allah Furs bos lost the vbole oi the 
Yojtd district oa tho north-east, this onder the Mongols 
belag given to Persian 'Iiuk; while the eastern distriofia 
round Darahjird, having token the name of Shabaukanh. 
had boon formed into a eeporato provinoe, which nodor 
this title will ba noticed in the followj)ig ohapter. A Jong 
and interesting aocount is given by Humd-AJlrth of Shlruz, 
tho capital of the Furs provioce since the Moslem conquest; 
the nino gatee in its walls are enuraeratod, and its vurioue 
Doaquoe and abrinee are deecribod in florae detail. IFlanad' 
Allah notee further that the territory immediatoly adjacent 
to the city was oalled its Kiiniah (often written JS/mJi or 
Javmah), a word that rosy be translated Momsin,' Two 
leagues distant from Shizds was the mountain called Euh-i- 
Barak, on which the winter snow was stored in pita for 
use in the hot weather {h. 303^); while three famkhs to the 
south of Sbirds was a costls known as Esl'ah*i-Tiz (other 
readioge in the MSS. give Bir, Tabfi Tlr, Tssbtr, etc.}, which 
crowned a solitary hill, on the eummit of which was a spring 
of water (L, I79d). Also in the Shima dfstrict was the 
Castle of Shuvilr (L. 179fl), and this place is mentioned by 
Ifltokhrl (p. 104) as a amsll town of the Ardashir Cheirrah 
district. Yakut (i, 19D j ii, 480), who copies the aoeoant, 
adds no psrtiouhirs, and svideatly caonot give more ezectly 
the position. Sbiraz has no river, but Its waters dreiu 
east ward to the salt Juke of MfThKlilyah (B- 236tf), which is 
some twelve leagues in cirenit, and lies in the plain a few 
milfls from the city oo the left hand of the road to Sarristan. 
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Thd s)ior€fl of tlto laJcd wete ued for ult^pano, and much 
aolk woa exported Iron) ShTrilz W ootlyiog plaeee. 

The eea-coBsi distriota of P»re, known oa the A'mol-i'Slf, 
were divided botween tho 8fP—' Ooaet'—of the Ban! Zohayr 
and tko Sff of 'UraursH. The poeitione of theeo districte 
oro g:iTen by leUkUrT (pp. 140,141) and by Yukilt (ili, 217)» 
the fornier reg;ion lymf noiir Sinlf and tho latter nw the 
ICirmlin border, over aptuiiet Lho Island of KnyB. Tbe 
Biishkiinlit dUCiicC, according to tbe NUmah (f 8Ca),lay 
twelve leaguoa from dhuadijlin towards ITojirom. Tavvej, 
often spelt Towwaa [1], hod been a oelebratcd commaroial 
town in early days, but when Mustawd wrote it was already 
in rniiis. ApparoaCly no traces of it now exist; it etood, 
liowevcr, near the lower course of the Shnpiir river, called 
tho Tawwaj'Ab, and ecoording to IstskhrT (pp. 1^, 18S) 
lay about half-way between Eusirilfi and Jannilbah [40]. 

Khabr [d], eomewbat over fifty miloe Bouth*oastol Shiraz, 
oxiets, and was famous for its castle, oolled ^I'ah Tird- 
KhudS—* God’s Arrow ’ (L. I79y). The region of Ebetkln 
(which some MSS. give as Ehayriz or Kba(uhar) I am not 
able toidoutify; the diatriote of Ramsavau and Dud bin lay 
south of Jirrah. Davun plain, according to the i%rs NAmh 
(f. 7dii), lay six leagues north of Mdyin [17]> Khunayfghnn 
[3], which was cotonsooly called EbanStguD, was to (he 
north of FrrilanlxTd at tbe sources of the Burcroh river. 
SarviAtan is near tho eaetern end of the Mahnliiyab Lake; 
but Kiihjna (orEfibonjun in the FAnNiiwh) has apparently 
disappenred from the cmp. Of Slriif, the celebrated port on 
tbe Paruan Gulf, the rains still exist, and have been described 
by Oaptain. Stifie (J.Tt.G.S., 1805, p. 166), and accordiog 
to Ift^bri (p 34) Ifajlrom lay to the northward of it, 
Ehitrsh! (or Ehurfisbi) being of its depen dsQoiea 

Simlmu [4] lies to tbe coat of Finisabad (of. Stack, Sis 
in Pmia, ii, 232), aud Hirok was a large village 
near by. Of Ffruzubiid, anciently colled Jiir, the chief 
town of the distrlot of the saoid name, Hand-Allah gives 
a long accoQut, mentioning also ita cej^tlc (L, 179o), called 

Kal'ah Sbohumb, which crowned a height fuar lesgoea

lome diataoca to ibe north-west of Sblrna. It flows into 
the sea a liUls to the south of IfajDaoi, and'^o its lower 
00 a ISO is now known as the Mand riror. The town of 
Savar [5] Is near its left bunk (half-way between Sbirtis 
and Sbsbr already Tneotioned), and after passing Simkan^ 
not far from its right bank are tbs towns of Kir, KurzTa [6j* 
and Ab^ar. KSriyan [7j lies at some distance to the 
eastwaid of theeo places, aud LSghir [8j U meotlonod by 
Mr. Black (ii, 2d3), also by Mustawd in bis lUnemrice 
(Bouta xxTiii). 

KarsTo bad a oelabrnted castle (L. 179^) on a hfU over- 
banging tbs river bank. Kahsrjun or Zlakarjnn apparonily 
Uy near Laghir, and about half-way between this last and 
BirSf, on the const, was the town of KHrun [9] in the 
Irabistan District, lying adjacent to tbs Zuhayr coast, 
nentioned in a previous paragraph and described by Iffakhrl 
(pp. 106, l4l, 454). The region of Mdndistan was on ibe 
coast, aad probably the name is connected with the pxesont 
Hand river, as the lower part of the ^ilrl Agliioh (Ab-i' 
Zskun) is celled. Utiaond ^10] is the chief town of (he 
Kaband district on the oosist, to the eaet of Biraf, as mentioned 
by IfUkbrI (p. 104), but 1 am unable to identify Eumu 
or Hamjiin Kabrln; many MSS. ^ve Harmud and Hsmjlin 
KlrttiD, arid (hs readings sre more than doubtful. The port 
of Hu 2 U was opposite the laland of I^ye; this is the last 
stage in the Iiioerary (Koute isxviii) from Sblms to the 
coast I and Taoab (or Tibeb) was a village near.

Istakhr 
was oelehratod for iLa three groat oastles, eollod the 6:h- 
dumbadhiia—'Three Domes'—irkioli orown the htlUtope 
to the nortli of Lho Hervdeeht plain. Thoee -wore hitoim 
ss the ^'fth I|(eklir, iho Kal'ah Binkaetoh—‘ the Broken 
Oaetid'—ai>d the Eal'ak Bbankuvhn (L. 178if). Fnrlherf 
there woe the Eul'ab IfUkbr YAr, or Biir, probably on 
the kUl above Forsepolis (L. ]79ff), where ruine still exist. 
The remaios of tho three caatlee on the hilL-tops to tbo 
westward» whioh wore futaons for their great oieterDs, 
have eomo of them been visited and deeoribod by Morior 
JouyiUj/ in J^trsia, pp. 83» 86) Qod Da Bode 
{Luri9(dn, i, 117). Abraj, os the naino is spelt in the l^r9 
Nimah, often inoorrecllj wiitten Iroj, appears from Isukbri 
(p. 102) to have been near Muyin [17], and it stood at the 
base of e bill, on which was a strong castle called Diz Abraj 
or Iraj (L. 179r). AbarkQh^ is the well-known town on 
the fronosT of Fare [ 12 ] towards Yand; and near it was 
Fariighah (written Marugheh in some HSS., ulso in the 
Jiftdn NuniA, p. 266), which woe oelebrated for its 
oypreasoe. Uajon, or Djan, lies north of May In. hfot, 
however, to be found oa the map are lafandiin (or 
Isfidnn) and Kumistiin (or KubistAii), these being all copied 
into tbe /i/idn Nitind (p. 266), and near ^umiatuQ in

th» mAonltun lber« wa4 a mighty cavo. IklTd [IS] an^i 
Burcnak [14] lie Ui tha aoiith-wast of Abarkuh. Bavvan 
(with Tariapta Tavnn or TfimSn) and Maiuet (poeaibly 
Marvdasht) wars two village in tba groat PuraapcJia plain, 
whlcti itself bore CKa latter pame; in Che upper, wostom, 
part of tko Uarvdasht plnn lay Che city of Bajc]ii [1(1], 
oeUbrated for its paetaro-lands. 

The towp of Abadab stood on the oorChorji aide of Tjako 
B&khCigaa, and (Hero was a oolobraCad ooatls heap (L. 27D&). 
Thie town is fVeqaooUy inenliouod by Is'pikbn (p. IdZ) and 
otbor Arab goographers; It was also knowo ae tbs rillaga 
of ‘Abd • or • Enbrniio. Hafrak is tbo distriot near the 
janotioii of tbe Prxlvar Hvor with the Xur. and Hartr was 
near Lake jBakhClg^n. SsbsivAr and Kali (or Fitll) appear 
to have bceo famoiu TPsadow^lands or Uorghsar near the 
PnWar river (L. 180^^). Kharramab [16], also celebraced 
for !ta oastle (L. 179&), is a town Co the ease of Sblras 
near tbs Bakhtigiln X^ke at the place where the rivor 
Kur flows In. HSmjird is the dlsCrloC bigbor up the rivor 
Kur —above tbe pbiia of Kfurvdasht-^and Muym [17] is 
the oapiCol Wwa of BdrnjinL 

These dietriota were all wotorsd by the Kur, of which 
KusCawfi giros a long account (L. 216a). This rivor rose 
above Kallar [22], was joined on its right hank by a strean) 
from Slia'b Bavviln, and lower down on the lofC bank near 
Bereepolie by the £b-i>Parvab or Pulvllr rivor (L. 218^). 
In its lower rcoohes the Kur river was crossed by a number 
of weirs, each serving to raise a bead of water for irrigotion 
purposes. Tbe first claio or weir was Chat called the Band-i' 
Mujarrad, an anaienC foundstioti, wbloh was repaired under 
the SaljiTks by tholr Ambcg, or Governor, in Fare, the 
colebruted Fakbr<ad-Buwlab Ohiiull (spelt JuQlI by Ibo-aU 
Athir, z, 202), who then gave it the name of Fakhristnn. 
Below this was the ‘Adudi or Band-i-Amir (Sendmir of tbe 
poet Moore, In ZttUa R/M), built by 'Adud*Qd>Z)awlah (he 
Buyid, and marked in the Itinorarlee (Eoute xxxii); this 
served to raise the waters for irrigating the two distriots of 
Upper and Lower Eirbiil. The lowest of the dams was the 
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Fuller's Weii‘~BMnd*i*Ka>«5r~fit no great dtetance above 
the ^int wbei^e the Kur ilowed out to the Lnke of 
Bukiitigan. This was the hirgcst of the sale lakes of Fiin, 
end tvliSA hftistewd wi'ole was siirroaiided bv populous 
(listriute and towns* umong whioh nuciir the nainos of HurTr, 
Ahadub, ICIiuyruh, Niijrr^* ai:d !5<'h!k (7^. 32%). 'J'he noitK* 
western part of tlio luko wis known us tlio Buimvroh 
TlHsalhuyali (Ta mid :t was oelobitttcd for its Hah, 

^bik (or Csbnink) and XTuriit [19] ky at sntue dietanoe 
from the oetstarii borders of tiio llukhtigHU Liiko, and 
^utruh [20] la to tho soutb'Ouat. 

The most uoiiliam town of Fars lowasds Isfubnn is 
Kiimiyliah, proteeled by the Ooetle of Kiilanjun. Tbe 
district of ICilm Firfis lay oe the banks of Che "Ktir rirec 
(aonlb of Kdiojird), beiug oolebratod for its lioii-hauntod 
forests; end tbe two distiiots of Kirbul* as already saidi 
were oo the lower reaches of the eame river near tbe Fuller's 
Weir (Bend'i'Kesfur), Kemlo [91] lies north of I^nkhr, 
neur the Pulvur river, and I^rin waa a town near it:. £alb7r 
and Kiirtul [221 were on the upper rvaters of the Kur river, 
and their positions ai e fixed by Muknddusi (p. 458} in his 
Itioemry, being dve fiirsakhs north of Cilra-Flrns. Vasdi* 
khvfist [23] end DIh Girdii [24] Ue on the rood to 
Isfahan, and in this oonnootion Ablidab [26] (wliiob still 
exists, and is not to be ocnPounded with ibe town of the 
same nacne on Lake Bakhligiin) is mentioned, lying to tbe 
east of Dib GirdG. Shiiristfin, according to the Fdrt 
NSnuih, lay hslf>way between tbie iiertborn Abadab end 
Yazdikbwaet, wiiile Dih Mlird—‘ ilyrtle Village'-galled 
by the Arab geographers l^riynt-ol-As or BudanjoD, 
stood by the shore of Lake BukhCigSn, half-way between 
the southern AUidah and ^hik. Kadhnn, according to 
I^^takbrl (p. 10:^), lay half-way between ^bik and Shabr*i* 
Babok. 

In I be eoutb-eastern port of Fare, tbe town of iTahram [26] 
ie well known, and was famous in the time of MustawG 
for tbe strong oostle, lying dve leagues away on a bill-top, 
called 1^‘ah Eburs^ab (L. 17 9A). Juraym [27] of 
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A^u Ahniud^ lies uath-eost of Jrkhnoa, ond lU fiaat!d too 
famoue, iMiog; known aa tlie Kttl'uli Samiran or 
SliniuTrlin {L. 179j>). TLe city of FrsH Um north of 
Jnhran), on tho bordor of Sh&bimkni’ali; Shokk Bud bar 
and Hleblinun (or Ptshkaoitt in aomo KSS ) rroro of it£ 
ddpondoDoioa, and caade cnUad Kal'ah Khaviu^in 
(L. 170m) waa a strong plooa in tbe noiglibouring district. 

BSzirun lieo west of Shiraz, on tha roud down to tho 
aea. Muatawd givoa a long account of dio j}liico» whioU 
bod OTiginAlIy eonnsted of thi^oa tovna. In the plain to 
the east of &~zirQn ia tbe lake which Muatawfi colls iha 
Buhayrah Mnwz, but the reading of Che name ia donbCfuI, 
both io Che yuahat HSS. and in the text of Xbn l^wkal 
(p. 193), from whom, apporendy, he haa tdcoa the nune 
of tba lake. The ruins of tho old city of Sblipur [28] are 
to be seen at aomo diatanoo of Bliftiriin, and have been 
deaoribed by De Bode {LOrisfan, i, 214) and others. Slmpilr 
cicj appeal^ originally to have bcou known oe BiahiiTiir 
(for* Bih*Habiir). Mustaw£ gives a long aoconnl; of die 
pisoe, and further deaoribea the ooloeasl statue of Bing 
Shdpur, which may still be seen in the neighbouring cave. 
Anbui'un was a small towa near Kuwbanjiin [29], end 
Basht (some HISS, give Miisht FDtu) a district in the 
moan tains near, the whole of this neighbourhood being 
known under the name of Bilud dbnpur, or the Ship fir 
Country. Tir Murdan [30] wss an important place 
mentioned by Yakut (i, 905), end it lay, aeoording to ‘All 
of Taed (i, 607), beyond the Valley of Bawan and weat of 
Barkan, whloli ia mentioned in Che Icioerary (Boats zxxiii); 
the place called Jubkiin (or Bhubigan) and other dieCriccs 
were in its noiglibourbood. 

The mountain region called Jabal Jiluyoh was on the 
Xnarisbln border, oud the oeme is probably ooimooted with

SCnst&wfi elaewKoro (L. 208g) epeaks 
of tba cDOUQtaiue called E.ub Olluyali, QTid apparently 
a noighbouriDg range vae the Kuh Ziisbid lying betwoen 
Fare and 'Iruk, where of old bod Hvod a dxsgon alain by 
HiDg Kay Khneru, wbo then built hero the Fire-temple 
afterwards known aa Duyr Kuihid (L. 208o). Probably of 
tbie difitriot also woe the moiinlam of Kilb MiirjuQ (or 
HQrkhdn], in whiob woe a cevo, with dropping water, that 
wee coneidored a talienum (L. 2060* 

Tbo Ab-i-ItaUo,'whioli roao in the dietriot of Khumnyijan, 
woe an upper aduent of the Sliapur or Biahn7ur river, the 
lower part of wbioU was ccdled the Ab-i-Ibwaj, where it 
poseed the city of Tavvaj, or Tuwwoa [Ij, before falling ioto 
the Poreisn Gulf (L. 2l0o,/). Tbo Sbiipur river, up in the 
mounUioe, woe joined oa its left bank by tbe Ab*i-Jirrah, 
wliioh, flowing down A'oni the Hafaram and Ghundijan 
distriote, poseea the oity of JirraU [31], which ia eome milee 
Mutb-eost of Kasirfin. Before its junotioa ffitli tbe Shdpur 
river, tbe Jirrah river received from tbe eouth tbe combined 
watere of the Ab*i*Jarah7k and tbo Ikbehin river, thfe last 
being famous for its stoue bridge called the ICantarah Sabuh 
{L.2X9l,<i). 

Gumbadb Mollaghnn [32] lay nbont hoU-way between 
Kawbanjito and Arrajan, at the place now callod IKi 
Gumbodun, where there ore os tensive ruins (Da Bode, i, 25S). 
It was foisoas for its oustle, in tbo diatrict of Pul Biilu, 
which “woe so etrcng a !&I‘ah that a einglo man could 
hold it" (L. Khiebt [33j and Kumarij [34] lie on 

tbe road down lioni Shlras to the coast, and not for from 
tbe banks of the Shiipur river. Klullar [35], eelebrated 
for its mill'Stones, lies about holf-way botweea Kawbanjan 
and SUirSs; Khumuyijnn, wUb Bih 'All, being a distrioc to 
the wostwaid of ShuUur. To the noi'th, on the Lur frontier, 
cam a the districts of Slebii (or Sali^iat in somo MSS), sleo 
Baaraok and Skvram, which last TQcut (ii, 46) gives ns Cbardnx 
Gbundljun, generally colled Daaht Burin, was tho region 
in the neighbourbood of Jirrah [31], aud bore stood tho

cu9tle called K&Vah Dam Damn, or Unm Varun, for the 
namo ia ‘Tamuelv fsi'*9n in tlia Rmiiu8Qr{pt!i (L. 17^/p). 

Kawbarijiiu [S9J, more eotumonlj oallod Kawbaitda^i), 
had boeiL robiult by Aiabai; Obniill; it «ria renowned for 
tlie great Wliite OueiJo, end for the ucighbouving valley 
rnlled Sba'b Uawlin, always conn led m ono of tbo four 
o>inlily parudiees, anch wae ils fcrtiliCy and bonuly. I^rTcl 
]Uz, ' ihe While Caelle,' also called TCal'uii Isrnndiyitr 
fL, 17^), after uno uf tbe borooe of ancient PoTain, Iich twn 
leuguee dii^tant to the north'cant of Hawbrinjun, und 
cvcuples cho eu in in it ui & table * moautain ; it ie aueraeiblo 
bv one read only, being ou all eidea protected by precipiooa 
(ifoedonaJd Sinuoir, Pcm'fu JS/n/zitf, p. 73). At the foot 
of the monatoni fuxtneee rros a eecond emHlIor ooetle called 
Kiahimk (NlabkiiDHi) in soroo M5iS,). ITuif o coulury aJtor 
the time of Hnalawh, ^CaVjIi ^ofld (ue it wuj more gejieraUy 
culled) become fatnoiie for the siege and sock wbicb it 
suffovod at the buiida of'fiiDiir, ua raceidod by ‘Ail of Yard 
in the ^iir l^A/uuh (i, 800). 

Tile Kiirah or dial riot of Kubad SUurrah was one of tiie 
ancient divisions of Faie, and ocoording to IstokbrI (p. 120) 
it was that of which iCilmln [6] woe the capital, almdy 
mentioned, sonr the ZaJeiin river, on tlie eustern border. 
ArrajaQ was the chief town of Fam on the western side, 
towards Khuzistne. It ia now a complete ruin, boiug 
replaced by Bihbabdn, wbich appears to have been founded 
in tbe latter half of the fourteenth century a.u., after the 
time of Mustawti, but prior to tbe data when Timur invoded 
Persia. In the account of bh campaigns given in the Zt/fy/- 
(I, 600). ihe oily of Bibbuban ouly ie meatjuned by 
AIT of Yssd, though its river is called by him tbe Ah*;- 
Arghurij that ia to say, the Arrajuu river, as confirmed 
by (he statement of both Yakut (i, 193) and Mustawfi, 
who write that Aviujnii in their day was generally oalled 
Arroghdn or Arghiin. Its ruins He not far from the bonk 
of the (oldei) THb river, new known ne the Jarralil (see 
idwve, Chapter 11), which scpanites FiiW from Khfizisfnn. 
At the cross] ug of the rivor woe iho cclubrulod bridge called 
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Pul-i'Tuiua, which ia d«aoribad Is^kbrf (p. 184). The 
ruina of tbia bridge a^U exiat^ alao lUose ol a eecosd bridge 
likewiae deaeribed b; the Arab geograpbara, and fo^l^ 
ootioed ill ibe tiavela of De BciAe (Xfiv/s/dii, i, 297), who, 
it may be remarked, was ibo first to idmttify ArrajSo. 

Aocordiog to I^rnd-Allub there were rarioua oastles of 
the lamuiliuti soct, known us ibe Aeaisaius, in rlie lulls 
above Armjun. Snob were Kol'ah Tayfur and Diz KaluE, 
tills last boiiig one league disboiitfrom the town of lliaUabr 
[36], oLboi'wlso called ElHkiIr, wbiub lay to Ibe weat of 
AfTtijiui. BQsUinak [37j wus tUe last singe io Fiiia on the 
Ehrisistiiu froQtior, as given in ^o Idnerary (Bouts xxaiii). 
Hindijiui exists, Hubs (also gives us Jfe or Kbabs) and 
Pcirsuk wore soar Airajito, but (be ape]ling of tbeae aamea 
is not sure, aud tlieir exact position ie uncertain. Janodba 
[40] I aloe called Gaubab, was a oeleb rated port on the 
Gulf, tbe ruiua of wlucb still exist; it was onglnally named 
Gandab, or 'tbe back*water/ by the Pereions. Tbe liver 
called the Ab*i*ShIrTn, wbieh ruse in tbe bills called KQh‘i* 
DloHr. fiowed out to the aea sear Mahruban and ia tbe 
modern Tub or ^uhrah river. Hear Janoabii woe tbs month 
of ^e Sitodkun or ShS<)hkun river, which fiowed down from 
the JBiitrank bills (tliia district has bees nsiitioned above) 
and ibe region of Sabarkiin (L. 21dr, ta). Accoidiog to 
Muatawfi, JuUodjHn and Hayvudiu (many MS$. give 
HQdvIo) wore districts near Arrajun; MohrulMQ [38] was 
the port 00 tbs Gulf at the frontier of EbQziauiu, STsia 
[39] being tbe next poi't down tbe cooat, cost ward, aud on 
the other side of the bay cpposlta kfubrnbun. 

The river Sbwuiidnii, or Kbiibdhun (L. 216s), was an 
affiuent of tbe Nahr Sbirin, which flows out to the sea osar 
Muliruban (the modern river Xubj see above, Chapter 11). It 
rose iu tbs Ebubdhan or BbwuDdan biUa near Nawbaojao 
[39], and in its lower coarse watered tbe district of Jallacljan 
already meniiooed. There is, however, much confusion in 
tbe noiooiiolature of all these rivers of western Flirs; and 
this goes back to the dsacriplions of them given by IfUkbH 
eud other of tbe Ai’ub gsogiapbuvs, wboao notices do not 
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tall^ vitb ib« airMn)« oa sbo«n on oar praent in&p&. Hiis 
ia Mpacially tlie oeae witli tbe river called tbe Ab-i'Darkhld 
(or DarkhuTayd), wbioh dovdd oat of (acme MSS. give it 
a& flomng into) the Darkbid Lake (Ia 2\6i/, whioU 

lay to tko wait of NatvbaDjuo. It wsa a large river and 
not oojnlj fordable, but wbnt atream it corroeponda lo on 
our modern maps is not very olcar, though it may bo Uiat 
now known aa tho Abd-SbOr. 

In regard to tho oelebratod caatlce of Fore irtimd*Allah 
etatea that thaae bod uuiiiborod over uronty in ancient 
times, bot that moat had gone to rovn with tbo lapeo of 
time, and ainteen only in bia day raraained atondiag. A]l 
tbeae have boon mentioned in previoue pcgaa, when epeakiag 
of the various Cowna or dietricta lo wliich each belonged, 
and it ie needleaa to rcoupilulata them hero, the liet baring 
been given in the table of oonLonte to thia chapter. 

Hamd-AUab next euumeratcs the varicnte Murghzare. tho 
celebrated pastures or meudowdaiids of Fitis. Tbut of Avard 
(or Urd) was on the road between lefulmn ond Sbltli^, 
near Euahk-i-Zard, two atogoa south of Tusdikhwdat (eoe 
Jtoute xxvii); and the Margb^ur of DaebNi*llt7n (or fiavuu) 
was one etage eoutb of this again, neur the Unbu^ or 
Caravanserai, of SoI^'Od'BTn, rrhenoe it esleoded to tho 
Shahriyur Bridge over the opper couree of the Kox river. 
The Margbsar of Duht Arain lay near the lake of that 
name (L. 226rt) on the road between SbtnU and Eesirnn; 
It woe noted for the lions who haunted its thickets, and 
the same remark is added to the notice of the Margb^nr 
of Sbik^ (TTshkao, Araabkin are other readings of tho 
name) in the district of Juvaym of Abu Ahmad ; in 
tbe neighbourhood of which also was tbs MarghTsiir of 
BahmSo. The Margbzur of Bid and Mssbk^ appears to 
Jiava been neor Tustar in £])US)stan; that of Bay^ was 
near tbe town of that name in tho Marvd&sbt plain. Ko 
position is given for tbe Morghsur of SbldiCo close to which 
WHS * the Lake of tho Marghsir' (L. 226o), but this neadow- 
land was fsmoue os being one of tbe four earthly paradises. 
Tbo Uoadows of lOtll (or Foil or Ftil) woio on the banks 
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of tho Filler river, wboro aUo k^r tke Mergbsur EalSo 
Dear tbe grave of the Mother of King SoloiDon, ae the 
Hoeleme havo named the Tomb of Cyras; while furfcbor 
down tbo Fiilvdr river wore the Kamln lao&dov'londs. The 
Morgb;:iir of Klim Flriie lay along ilie Kur river, where i(e 
tliiokets were haunted by lioaeand laatly, the Marghulr*i* 
2farkie—Uhe Karoieaue'Morubwe'-^were botwean Kiusirliii 
and Jivreh. 

Tho Fersian Gxilf and ate lelauds ero described by 
MualaayH at ihe end of bU ohapler on Furs, aad also at 
4 lutor page {L. 922s} 'wKorv deeorlbiog tbe Spos; further, 
be gives the dlstaueee betvroen the chief Islands in bts 
Iclnorury (Koutw iv asd xzvlii). 8onio coafusioc, however, 
exisle in ^e names given during tbe middle ages to the 
various lelaada Tbe lelaiid of Kiiarik stall bears ihia Dame, 
and liea eome forty toilee aorth-weit of the modorn Bxieiilre. 
On the rood to Indio, usd eighty leagues fmtber down the 
Gulf, came the Island of Altto (otborwise Lan or AllSr), 
vhioh by the diataacos must he the pi^osent Island of 
Shay kb Shu'ay b. Aooordlng to Musts vrfi and otbsr gco' 
giaphora, beCweon this and Kaye oamo the two islaods 
ofiUod Abriin aad Khajn, and tho former is probably that 
now koowD 08 the Iliuderobi IsUnd. 

Tbe great emporium (Dawlal - KfiiTnah) of ^ya, os 
described by MustawS, woe the moat populous lalend of tbe 
Oijlf, and lay four leagues from XIu^u on Iho mainlond, 
where the road oomlcg down from Shhiia I'cnohed tbe ooeet. 
From Kaye the eHIpe uitwl for India, and at tbo nanowa 
of the Gulf oamo t)ie groat island called AbruhazcHola 
(Abarkumiln in eorae MbS. or Abarknlda, with rosny 
other variants). Tikut (Iv, 342) calls this I^ft, or the 
Isknd of tbe Qani Kawno, and its name was ^elt in 
tv variety of diSerent ways: hut, undoubtedly, wbat is Do^f 
known os tbe Long Island of Elehm (Jesivah T^wTlab) la 
tbe place indicated. To tho east of this came Hurmoz, 
which will be mentioned in Chapter 14 on Sinnan: and 
tbe Ui(ind of Hmmus woe called Jirun where the o>ty of 
Kew narmua camo to be founded. A noighbouriog ialund. 
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))owever, appoan £roia tbe earlieet timea to bavo 

borne tbe name of Urreiis or Urmuz, rec&IUog tbe nuue 
of Hurtnuz.

What beo&me tbe proTince of Sbabunkilrab under tbe 
Moogols, bad formed tbe eavbsrc: port of Piiiv in tbo tiioo 
of tbe Oalipbnte, os already stated in the previous oUapter. 
Tbe sans Sbabdnkaruh dose uob ocour in the earlier 
geographers, but tbe distriot camo ia Mongol days to be called 
after tbe people who inhabited it, tbe bbalSnluiah being 
a powerfal family settled in these regions during tbe period 
of the Saljuk supremaoy. They waged saooeeeful war 
against tbe daljiik Ataliegs — ugalnat tbe Amir CbuiilT, 
meatioued in tbe prerioue ebapier, in partioulor; and finally 
after the foil of tbo Soljuks these Sbabuuk&rab were left 
musters of the whole western part of Fiirs. 

Nearly all tbe towns named by Hamd* Allah as of 
Sliabuukurab Tuey still be reoognized on tbe present map. 
Tbe capital of tl)c distriot was fg, or Av!g, a strong fortress, 
witb tbe town of Parkun [1], or Zarkiin, situated at no gi'eat 
diaiance from it, botli pluc« atill existing, and fiU'ther. 
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mentioned the earlier eutborUiee. If^bblnaa [2], 
▼liicli tbe dnb geograpboie write variouelj ee Ia^aacit» 
Isbublinat, aod l^babbadhac, ie now oalled Sa^anat, lying 
& short diatQuoe norCb-waat of Ig; Nlrfs [3] Hea to tbe 
eitet o{ it, and K bay mb ^4] batweea Savaiiiit and the ebore 
of Luke l^uklitiguii (see Bruuto xxxi), which, in its south- 
oiuCern buy, fonuu the aortlicra frooLier of tlio 8b(xbnnlmraU 
distriot, and is often cmUod the JaIco of Klnx. Burk 
repreaenta tko tow a the iinmo of wlilcb is now generally 
pronouiicud Porg, and which tlie Arab gcograpL«re wrote 
Pinj. Tbci ‘0 is, iiowover, the evidonce of hiuknddu&T (p, 4'^B) 
tiuib of old Cboi ‘0 wore here two neighbouring towns, sailed 
Purj und Burk, and tho Intter site ie now prubably repre- 
sonled by tho Castle of Bahinin, described by Mr. Stnok 
(Air Month, i, 153). Turuca [5] lies on the frontier ti> 
the east of Forg; the MTshkiiniit (or Miiakindt) diatrict being 
ou the rood between Kbayiab e^id Niris. 

Larubgird had been the eliioi town of eastern Fora ia 
earlier duya; tliere was near this tn tlie hills a famous puss, 
out led Tangi-^tnah. ooroioandod by a strong castle. The 
noukittuns of Darubgird (L. were oetebrated for the 

salt, of seven diveise colours, that woe dug out of the mines 
here, und in the eoutUeru port of the oountry was the 
Riuuutuiu sailed Enb*i>LUstak. “three leagues in height, 
Uko u suow-coverod dome,” where great serpeute abounded 
(U 204tf). The towns of Euvn [6] and Riibaoz (geuerslly 
spelt liuul^, in eiw, in the M&a.) Uy on the I'oed towards 
Fuali tho first stUl erisu, uid Biibana or Eiibanj was the 
ohief town of tho Ebaeu diatiict ntencionod by MokaddasI 
(p. 4^8), the town of Kbasu, now to be found ou the map, 
being identical luall piobubiltty with the older Kubaoj city. 
Lar, wiiich ie not raontioued by tho older Arab geographers, 
appeurs (o have been a foundation of the Sbabnokarali. 
Mustawfi speaks of it meiely os a dleCrJot (Vi^ifct), but bis 
oonteroporury, Ibn Ba^iituh (ii, <^U), epoaks of “the great 
city of Lur,” oelebrated for its dve markets, and &ad*Al)afi 
adds IQ hie accouot that the people of J!4r were mostly 
mercbaciis who occupied tlkomeolves with sen voyages.

The modisT&l Guwaabir or BorduTr, oa hoe boon aboim 
Id a previouB paper (J.Dt.A.S. for April, 1001, p. 284). 
repraeenta the proamt oity of KirmuQ. MuatewH quolos 
(in Arabia) an aaocdoto boding roformod to tbe first Moslom 
ooaquest of Kirmun, when its iuboepitabU olimute won 
reported on to ilajjiTj, flie Viceroy of ‘Irak, by Arab 
comrnondcr. The text is, of oourso, moet unintelligibly 
traneorlbod in the Bombay HthogrApbad ediiion and in moat 
of tbe M3d.; it will be found, however, given la full by 
Mss‘udi in his Mdoiloics qf Qokf (v, 341). Among otiicr 
matters Uustawd speaks of tbe Old Uoaquo in OuwiishTr, 
duciog froni tbe time of tbe Omnyyad Caliph Omar 11; lie 
also rofors to tbe oelebratod garden oellod tlie Bugh • i • 
Sirjunl laid ont by tbe Amir ‘All lliyfia, wbo hod roinovod 
tho oapital of tbo province from Slijon tv Guwasbir, and 
who also built tbe greet Ooetlo of tho Ilill B'ertbor, 
witbin tbe city was also the uioaqae kno^?n as the BimiM- 
Tabriel, founded by Turun Shall tbo Seljuk, this being that 
need for tbe Friday Prey or when Muetawfi wrote. 

Tbe town of Bam is on tbe eastern borders of £irman; 
^ruft, of which the ruins exist at tbe preseut Shabr • i • 
Bakyaous (soe JILG.S,, 1S55, p. 47), lying somo distance 
to tbs south*west of it, being built on the river callod the 
Dlv-riid—' Bemoo-streartifrom its violent course (L. 21 Or), 
the stream now knowu as the Khalil-rud. EbabT^ lies cast 
of Hirmun city near tho desert border, and BTghiin or 
Blknn is south-east of Bcm. Slijuo, as I have shown in my 
papor above referred to, must piisbably be sought for at 
tbe ruins near Farid iin. Slrjiia bod bean the older capital 
of tbo Sirmnn province, but id the timo of Mustawfi, though 
merely n provinciul town, STrjuii w/is still an important place 
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with a sCrong castla, oad it odI; foil to mia dter tba days 
of Timur. Sbabr*i-Bubuk stiU oxiete, in the north-western 
angle of ihe Kirmiia proTinoe; wbila ZiFnrm.uhlr elands 
on the desert bolder on the other side, south-east, towards 
MakrSn.^ 

On the south oonat of Zfnniin la^ the port o£ Hurmus 
on the tnaiuland (at the eito >iow marked Minoo on tlie 
map), but this placo, as Uuatawd records, had already boon 
abandoned i\ hie day. The Sing of Ilutau:^, Fakhr-ad- 
Dfn—or iCutb-ecI-Diti, da some hlBB. giro tlio uame, following 
in this Xbn Bu^u^ah (ii, 330)—bod migrated with his people 
on account of the attacks of brigands, and had esiabliahsd 
hiH capital for groutor safely on the Islsnd of Jirun, one 
Uoguo dislant fiom the shore (the present Ormus Island).* 
This transfer of the Capitol would appear to hare taken place 
in the year 710 (a.d. ISld), though Jiearly a oontuiy later, 
in the time of Timur, Old Ilurmua, nccording to 'All of 
Yaad {Zqfar N'dnah.i, 739, 809), >yM etill an important city. 
There were moontains in Kirman (Ia 2DBA) where, says 
Mustawd, a stone capable of being burnt for firewood 
existed (doubtless lignite), and this was osed for fuel in 
those parte. To the north-oast of Hurmu? on the Balilch 
froutier were the znoimtains called the Sdh-i-Koff, which 
are frequently mentioned by the earlio; Arab geographers; 
also in Kinnan woe the ningo oamed Zuh-i-KIliin, which 
Are the mouumins moro properly called Jabol Biirin by the 
older googrsphere, but which YAilt (i?, 148] had already 
oaisnamod, being donbtlea the uutbority need by Muetawh 
(L. 205ir, 306«, and ot Iscakhrl, p. 1G3, note tf).

reaching noorly doivn to the sea of *Omua at Hurrous. 
The south-western limit of the desert wos marked by Ao 
towns of Slivftb, l^um, Kdshnn» ZaTurah, Nuyiii> Tatd, and 
tbanoe along the Eirrruo and Makriin border lotho monntains 
above the const. The north * eastem limit of the dosert 
went by lUy along the borders of Kiimis and part of 
Ehurasan, then by l^uhiatan and Ziivil down to Slslun, and 
thence to the neigbbonrbood of Hurmuz. 

In the middle of (be Chtdt Dosert, half'wsy aoros on 
the road going from Klahapur to lefabio, lay the tbroe 
▼il leges of Jarmsk >n an oasis where there were water 
spriDgs. This oasie, the position of which is €sed by the 
Arab Itioerarlea, was visited io 1675 by Oolonel Maegregor 
(JC^urUsdn, i, 91); its chief village is now called Khur, imd 
the district is Biyabitnsk'—'Little waterless place’—by whioli 
name it was already known in the seventeenth century, 
being neationed by I'everoier in bis Travels (rbynyrs, i, 76^; 
La Have, 1718). The position of Banlj is also hxe<l by 
(he Arab Itineraries; it was on (he Kimido frontier, 
half-way between NormnshTr and Zaranj. T7hile there is 
no doubt about Che position, there is some about the name, 
which in many MSS. of the Arab geogrophere may be rend 
Safid or lefand in place of Sanij (cf. I^takiirl, p. 228, note r), 
and the MSS. of t)is Niitfiai con/inn tbo doobtfol ronding. 
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CO tba Slefan bcr^CTf will bo moniioned ia tbe 
following chapter; EuVbman {the Cobinan of Uoroo Polo)

CTsrlooking the ICavIr, some distance to the east of Kum.

SUtiin, by the Arabs written Sijistan, was of old called 
meaning ' Midday/ a name said to bare been 
girea to the proYiitce in regard to its position south of 
Khurusdii. XCuliietua—'the Mountain-land 'Was the norti)- 
waslerA part ol this cenotry, and in older iiracs it was more 
often iocludod in the Shuraain govemmaot. 

Zsranj, the oapitsl, also known ae Si»tiin city, was a greet 
place in the middle ages. It was completely destroyed by 
Timur half a centnry oiler the time ol MustewE, and tbs 
extensive ruins of the old town, the name of Zaranj having 
long since been forgotten, lie some miles to the nortli-caet 
of Ktlsiriibdd (or Na^ratabod), the raodero capital of SUtan, 
near the hamlets of PisbSvaran and Nad ‘Ali. The ct^ 
cf Zsranj lay along the bank of Ibe Siyiib -1 ud — ’ the 
Black Canal' —a branob from the Helm and river. The 
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Alvi'HiriDond, oe 3£iutdwfi epoIU llie oftmo (L. 81C«), rides 
ill the Toount&ms of Ohur, aiid after puaisg the fortrow of 
Bust cur7ea round northirard to tlio oifcf of Zaronj^ flovjiig 
<mt Bii&lly into the Zimih Lake from the oastirord by 
nitnj mouths &iid canoU. Prom the north tho ^irr&h Lake 
rcoeWed the water of tiie Ab-i*Farah, tho river which 
passed the tovn oX Foruh, end which like tho Hdlmond 
also rose in the mokintains of Ghiir, iu wh&t is now north¬ 
western Af^honisUla (L. 2\0f, a 

Tnrebls whs the chief city of the ICuhistan prevince, and 
near it was the Tillage of Ulshmar,* famous for the groat 
cypress-trees planted by Zoroaeter, u related by Firduel in 
the 5A4A Najoah (Turnor-Macai}, iv, 1067), Near Tuwhis 
were four faracas casUee colled IpiVah Bardarud, ^al'ah 
Mfkul (or Haykill), Unj^idabud, end Alishgilh ('tbo Fire- 
temple’). Ko town called Tnrshls exists, but a district * 
now bears this name, nnd from tho Itinorurioa givou by 
If^chr! (p, 284) aod otbera Turebiz, anoiontly ooUc^l 
Tuitblth, or ^‘uraytlilth, lay one di»y*s marcb westward of 
ICundur. Henco the ruins of the city ure piobably those 
seen at Flifisabad, near the Tillage of ‘Abduliibiid; and in 
any case Turshiz cannot be SultSnobad, the modern capital 
of the Tnrtbls district, for this lies gait of Kemdur. 

Tun is still one of the chief towns of KuhisUin, and 
according to Hast&wfi 'waa originally laid oat on a Ohioese 
plan, whaterer that may signify. Bajistaa [1]. of which 
Yakut (i, 497) also speaks, Hss duo north of Tun; it is to 
be noted, hoWBTsr, that in the Min Ifuma (p. 326) snd 
TO any of tho Ifiohai MSS. this name is given as Tanjahi but 
probably in error. Jeoubod [3], gsnerully called Gunnbdd, 
and which the Arab gecgrapUei^s write Tunubidh, lice nortb- 
eaet of Tiiu; it was famous for its two coatles, called '^Voh 
KLwasbir and Daijun for Barkbao). In tbo neighbourhood 
were the tnouRtaina called iSuh• i• GucBbud and Huh-i- 
Zibod, which are said to bo mentioned by Firdliel (L. 200n). 
The district of Dasht-i-Biyud lies south of Gunlibad and

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esst of TSo; ita chief lowo wm Paris [3], now generally 
called Eal'ah Eabnah^ or ‘the Old Castle.* Biijaad [4] 
lies at some dtetance to the aouth'sast of Tuo, and to the 
west of Birjnnd u Eliiisf [5]i a name wbinh the Arab 
geograpbora write Kbawet i the position of ^his (Sbohln, 
fiahio^ and Shakhio oro manuscript varjanta) appears to be 
unknown. Zirkuh —'the FooUhilla* — is tbe name of a 
district marked on tbe map as lying to the eastward of 
Kuyin; MiiMawfi statos that it bad three towns, namely, 
Xafadan [6], Istind [7], and Sburokbs [8]» oil of which 
nay still be found on tbs map. 

Huiiog tbe middle ages there ware two cities called Tubas, 
namely, Tabes KTlakl [9], wbioh ia the Arab geographers 
is giTon as Jnbas-ot.Tamr—‘'^bas of the Date’-^nd Tabas 
MasiaSn [10]» formerly known aa TAbad‘aI-*TTDMl^'Tabes 
of the Jujube^tree.’ Prom tbe distaocee given in (he Arab 
Itinenries it would appear that ‘iC^baa Stlnkt (or GTlakI) 
ia tbe place atill marked in our maps as 7^bas, which lies 
OD tbe desert border, and this agrees with wbat is aoid of 
the Limits of (be Hofusah, or Great Desert, in the prsvious 
chapter. Tbe portion of Tabas Masfniia cannot be esaotly 
fixed, but Che evidence of Ibo Hawkal (p. 386) and tbe 
other Itineraries would place it about half*way between Tun 
and the other (the present) 7&bse, which last it often named 
Tabasayn. The city of l^yio lies oast of Tun, and was 
noted as tbe central point of Kuhistun ; tbe Osstle of 
Darah [11] ie south-east of Birjand, and Mumlnabad is the 
name of the moonteinous district to tbo east of Birjasd. 

In regard to ^vil, Mustawfi gives this aa the same of 
a town with its eurroundiDg district, and in the previous 
chapter be has mentioned Zavil aa lying on tho north* 
western border of tbe great desert. The name doee not 
occur in Yakut or any of the earlier Arab geographers, 
but Monsieur B. de Maynard, in a note to bis Dictionnaire 
d4 la PerM (p. 86), quoting tbe su^or of tbo HuhSi'ik Blidhi, 
states that ZSvil was a district near Asfutar (Subzivar of 
Herat), and that it was watered by eigh^ etreame on which 
stood water • milla Flruakuh—' Turquoise bfountaiu ’~is 
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probably tha anelefit capital of Obur, which will bo noticed 
in thie next cboptoT, ibe axact poeition of whioh, in wb&t is 
now nottb*western Afghani dian» ia unkoown. Qhaznayn, 
otherwise Obnznah, needs no comment, bat I am unable 
to identify the placo writtoo *|'aTmubab (TaT*Tt, 'I'arraast, 
eto.i are variants given in tbe MSS.)possibly it is merely 
a mistake for, and dupheafo of, Tnrshtz. Maymenah, which 
tbe Arab goograpbers called Tehudlyah — *Jew-town' — 
lies east of Balu Hurgbab, in the norib-wect of modem 
Afgbnnistnn; end the city of Ksroayn, celebrated os the 
bii'tliplace of Lsyth, tho founder of tbe SailhridB, lies in 
the desert one inarch to the north of Klmsh on tho river 
Helnund, according to the distances given by Ibn Hawkal 

(p. 80a).

Zhurasan in tbe middle ages was far more extensive than 
is the province of this name in raedern Persia. Hedimval 
Sboriksan extended on tbe north-east to the Oxos, and 
included tdl the districts ronod Herat which now belong 
to Afghanist&o. On the other hand, tbe small province 
of ^unis, on the northern boundary of the Orcat Desert, 
which at the present day is included withio tbe limite of 
Persian EbnrSsAO, was of old a separate district, and formed 
in tbe time of MnstawB a province apart. 

Hamd'AUah divides Ebnrasdn into fbor quarters (J^3'). 
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02 * dietrlote; camdlj, Xishapur, HenlC, Bolkh, and Great 
Marv. Of Niabftpur city he givea a fall acoount, deacribrng 
i(a plan, vhloh had origin ally heen Uid out after Om raahion 
of a cliaaa-haard, and noting iU walla and vatorcouraea 
Tbo Araha had written tlia name Nayaabiir. hluatawii 
dorotea a paragraph to tbe great auburb of Shddyakb, 
which Yakut (lii, S28) from hie poraouol knowledge baa 
alao deacribod. Thia bod been built, or rebuilt, after tbo 
great earthqQuko of tbe year 005 (a.n. 130S) which bad 
bad ZTlaliapur In rulna; but both euburb and city wore 
again deati'oyed by tbe earthquake of 070 (a.d. 1200), nod 
a third city cf NTahapiir waa (he oopltal of Ehurnaun whan 
hlustuwfi wrote. Iq regard to Sbiidynkb ita ruina atill 
oniat aoma tbreo milea to the eaat of the modern city (Yate, 
Shni'Mn, p. 4L2). 

KTuhiipur had ita chief water aupplj f^ra a atream that 
flowed down from tbe mountaine to tbe north* eoat of tbe 
town : and forty water*cnilla wore turned by the atream in 
tbe two lei^uea of ita oourae through the plain after leaving 
the billa. Five leaguee diatant from tbe city, on the water- 
abed of tbe range dividiog KiablipSr from the Maahbad 
volley, wee a email lake, about one league round, called 
Buhayrah Choahmab Sabe—‘the Lake of tbe Green Spring'— 
reoently viaited and deecribed by Colonel Yate 
p. 853), ^om which Muetawfi reports that water flowed 
either way, east and west. Hero the Amir Cbupio bod 
built a kiosk on the brink of tbo epxing, of which many 
wondera are told, and epectree were eeen rising from tbe 
waters at certain aeoaona; further, tbe lake was aaid to be 
unfatbomablo (L. 226^). A great number of streams flowed 
down from tbia mounlain range to the plain of Nishapur, 
chief among tbeee being the Sburah-rud or Salt River, 
into which at flood times most of the leaser streams ultimately 
drained, ooming from the verioue aides of the plain. Mustawfl 
(in part copied by tbe Jih&n X^umS, p. 328) mentions the 
names of a great number of these, to wi^ the Bizbad river, 
flowing to tbe village of this name on tbe Hernt road, the 
Ab-i*Sebr (or Sakhtar), tbe Rhayrud or Ab*i*Eharu, the 
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TOeaDkan or TiislikSo-nid, Che Ib'i-Puaht^i-Fariuh, the 
Ebafank river, the Ab-i-Farkhak, the Ab>i-I)aliri aod the 
Ab-i-'Auhabiid—‘ThiraC Kiver'— coming down by the 
bCajdSn-i'SultuQf but of whiob the water-aopply to oftoQ 
failed ae folly to doeerve its evil name (L. 219; to 220^). 

The town of lafarayui [1] in the centre of the plain of 
tbia oamo, at the mine known aa Shahr-i'BIlkia, recently 
deeoribed by Oolo&el Yete {Tt/tHrMa, p. 376)» woe celebrated 
fbr ite oaalle called Dis'Zar,' the Golden fort.' '* Buybak wea 
the capital of the great diatrict of the aame namo lying aonth 
of lafarSyin, and ita ruina lie cloae to SabaivSr [2]i irhich ia 
the present chief town of this district. Biyar [3] lies on the 
border of the Great Desert, and ia marked ae Biydr*Jumand 
on our mapa. Juwayn is the name of the plain south and 
vest of IsfarSyic (see Boute x): ita chief town is Forijumad, 
and Miistawd mentions the baislsts of Buhrabud, DiiT« 
Eaart, and Ebudiiahah [4]. The oity of Jujarm fa at the 
weetera liait of Che Juwayn plain on the river JBglilin>rud 
(L. 220a): in its neighbourhood is the mouniuia known as 
Enb-l'Shokctk (Sakuu, Situn, elo., sre other readings of tbs 
MSS.}, whence a etream £owed forth from a marvelloai 
cave {L 2059»]. 

Kbabushiin, now known oa Zueban, ia in the Mashhad 
valley to the east of Jnwayn; the city had been rebuilt by 
Hulngu, and the eurrounding district was known as that 
of Uatuwa. The town of Sba^Sn (or Shafan) I am unable 
to identify. tl^o ancient capitals of EhurSun, 

is DOW a oomplete ruin; it lies four leagues distance to 
the cortb'West of the ahrinos at Mashhad [5], which last 
ie the inodera capital of Zharnsnn and meaoB ' the Place 
of Martyrdom/ originally called the village of Saniibad. 
There lie buried at Mesbhed the Imam and the Caliph 
HiruQ‘ftT‘Baslitd> with many other famoue personages, tbeir 
tombe being surrounded by what ia the time of MastawS 
bad already ooma to be a large dty. In the mountain 
called Zdh Gulshan near was a great cavern with 
a spring welling from its depths, of which many wonders 
are related (L. 206 ot, and see Tate, ^urdsAn, p. 301). The 
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g:reat laounUia fastnesi of Eilut/ mtb Jim for i6i ohisf 
oily, lioa to tho noi th of Maahbad, and is sow gosornUy 
known os S!ilu&*i*N5dir?, from iho £soi of KSdir SliSK baTinp 
stored hie Indian Croosuro hors. Thie le one of tke oarKest 
soUooa of Kilit, for it is not mootioned by the earlier Amb 
g^eographors, but it becaroe fumons in later tiroes, notably 
after its siege by Timur, os deaeribed by 'All of Teed in bis 
Z<ifai' NAmah (i, 3*2S). In 1875 il wee risited uud dosoribed 
by Colonel Maegrogor {Khm'dtAn, it, 61). Tbo town of 
Harluun (tbe MHS. give Hursnn, Hafarisiyfin, and many 
otbor rarlenU) woe witbin tbe limits of Eilut. 

Herat was watered by tbo oanals of tbe rirer Hsrl'ruA 
It bad a fumous oastla celled Sbainfram, built over tbe ruins 
o£ an aneienC Firo-torople, on a mountain two leagues distant 
from tbe oily, aod Mustawd adds a long aoeount of tbo 
town, its markets and its slirines, giviog tbe names of tho 
various city canuls derived from tbe Hari^rud (L. 21%;). 
Tbe river of Herat rose in tbe mountaine of Clhur; after 
passing HorSl it watered Uis Fushanj district, Ibence 
dewed north to join tbe Sanikhs river (the modern Tojand* 
ab). Asfueur, now generally called Sabisivur of AfghantelSn, 
ie a town at some distnaoe to the south of Herat, and is 
mentioned ia tbe Itineraries (Route xvii, and Ibn Hawkal, 
p. 305). Fusbaoj [6]. or Buebanj aocordiog to tbo same 
anthoritios, must be identical with tbe prsaent city of 
Gliuriyaa lying west of Herat near tbe Harl-rud; and under 
tbe name Fusbaiij it sustained a siege by Timor, as dosoiibed 
in ibe l>IAmah (i, 312), but 1 have been unable to 

discover when its preeeat name of Ghuriyiin drst came 
into ose.^ According to Hustawfi, Eusuy, or Euert [7] asd

MSlim [9]} apparently Che town now calb^ Shahr'i'Naw,* 
judging by tho distance^ in tbe Arab Itioeiuriee, was the 
chief towQ of the Biikhorc dietriot, which lay faither to 
Che north along the left bank of the Hari-riid, and the 
district of Budghle lies acme distance to tbe oaatward, away 
from the right bank of the Hnri*rud, being due north of 
Herat. MustowG mentions Eurtsah, whero Hakim Burlpl 
hftd lived who founded the city of Kskhaliab in Trauaoxiana, 
also os its chief town Gunnhud (or £ilh Ghanabud) [10]; 
and he namea various other places both here and in the 
Itioerury (^uie zviii) which cannot now bs idsuCided 
(tIs., Bui^urgtavm, Labi Jnd, Ukluruo, Ediun, and BibisCdn}, 
for the whole region of BiidgUls hae now relapsed to the 
desert, though aumerous ruined sites are to be met with 
Roar the rivar bods. The town of Jam [11]» fotnous for 
ite shrinei was by the Arab geograpbere known os Buxjun, 
loter PSobkao, and is maiked os our mapa Cbast (of. 
Ibn ill, 457) would appear to have been a tows 

sear Heist, but its exact position is unloown, and the 
spelliag of the name is unoertain. Hhwuf [12]. with its 
district, lies to tbe south of Bukbars, and Mustawd gives 
its chief towns as Salum [13], Sanjun [14], end Zusaa [15]} 
nil of which will be found on tbe map, iu tbe present Kbwaf 
district. Ziivah is, as we learn from Ibn Bufii^ab (iii, 79), 
the town now known ss Turbnt'j^Haydari, so called from 
the saint buried there, and Ziivah was the name of tbe 
iurronnding region, also known as Blehak. 

The great districte lying to tbe north ^eaet of Ehurdsnn (in 
what is now AfghaoistSo) are only very briefly referred to 
by Mustawfi. Ohiir, tbe reountaiuous country lying between 
the head'Wstere of tbe Herat river and the Helmusd, has 
already been referred to in the previous obapler when

JuejSxi is the district westward of halkh, of 
which blijbm'kun and Paryiib were the chief tewne The 
first-nentioued still exists, and the position of Faryiib, which 
is described by Ibn hlawkol (p. d‘21) sad TSkut (iii, 
add), is fixed by the ioformation given is the lUnerery 
(Route xii). Ehntlilii ia ihe country lying north of the 
upper waters of tl)e Ox us. Baminjiln lay south'east of Balkb, 
and Tuyiknn is the place which still exists of tbisoame in 
the extreme east of the proviuco of TukhSrieian, being eorDe> 
tiroes, in error, wriiten luUknn. The name Talilwn, however, 
ia more properly given to the elty of the Juzjun distriot, the 
name of which has now disappeared from the rasp, but 
which, accoi’ding to the Itinerary (Routes xii and xiio), ley 
three morobes distant from hIarV'&r>Hud (Bulu Kurghab) 
and a little off tbo high roud going from that olty to Balkh. 
Tills ^likun is described by Ibu Hawbil (p, 321), Ta^kiibT 
(p. 2d7}, and Yakut (ilt. 491); it was an important town, 
and its ruins are probably to be identified with the mounds 
of briok near Ohachaktu, which have been recently examiued 
by Colonel Yate,*

Tbo JMn I7um6 (p. 328) has 
Zarhel^, and the IdSS. give Ab-i’B&bak or Zurik, os in 
TS^t (a, 777), with other vaiiaats. It flov>ed down to 
Great Morv from Marv*or Hud, or Little Murv, whioh ia 
DOW represented by the place called Biila Muiglmb, as stated 
in a previons note. Ablvai’d [16] still extsU, on the desert 
border north of ILiliit - i * Xiidirf. Ehavrirun [17]> now 
Shahs ran, end Shayiirdnn, its dependency, lie between 
Salut*i-ffad)r! and Soiekhs, whioh last stands on the lower 
reach of the 9emt liver after it hu receiyed on its left bunk 
the stream ooming down from rus and Mashhad. Lastly, 
Milroe (Tadaz and Yuzar, with otlier readings, are given in 
the MSS.) appears to be unkoown, and the same remoik 
applies to i^l'ah Muy, of which the MSS. aleo give many 
diverse readings (Dayi I^ar, etc.), 

As etnted at the begin oiug of the ohapter, the province of 
£hurusua in the middle ages extended us fur noiih end east 
os the bank of the Oxus, which was held to divide the lands 
of Iran from Tuiin ; and whan Mostowfi wrote there appears 
good evidenoe for the belief that the Oxue was pooxiog

In A ppend ix IV MuaUi wii gi vat a deaori p tioo of the J ay bun 
or Amuyah (L. 21^/, vitb wijioh cornpore tba Torkiah 
tranalulion in tbs JiAin 2^umd, p. 360), oa the Arabs aod 
Poraiana named the Oxua The rivor bad two aonrcaa, 
one in Tibet, tbo otlioi* in iba Bodakbsbun loountaina; and 
along ica upper course five great ettearae flowed iu before 
it took up Abe watere of tbo Wokliahub (L, 2'20(f} in tbo 
district of ^ngbiiiiiyan, where stood Timid over ogainet 
Palkh. Flowing on ti)rough tbs do^ort, (he Ozus next 
came to the Narrows, msatiansd also in the Itinerery 
(Itoute xix), kQ0^7a aa Tung-i*Dalmn‘i*SbIr—' the pasaage 
of tlie Lion's Mouth’-^near Bul^ab, of tho district of 
Kaaurasp, where the preoipitoua banka ere bnrdly a bnndrsd 
ffez (yards) aoroas. This is the gorge which is now known 
aa Dereh Boyun—'the Camel's Neck'—end aooordiog to 
MusCawfi the stream hero passes undergronod for a couple 
of louguss completely hidden from eight. From Hoxarosp 
down to tbe Aral Sea nunaroos canals are led off, some 
ending in tbe desert, some discharging tbeir water into 
the Aral; but die main stream, Mastavd says, after passing 
Old Urganj, turns down by tbe 'Akabsh-i*HaIem (crSolam), 
which in Ibirki is called KurlSdl (or Eurluvah), where the 
rushing of ite >vatar8 can be heard two leagues away, end, 
thence dewing on for a distauoe of six days' maroh, u2({roulely 
finds its exit in the Caspian Sea (Bu^v Ebezar) at Ebalkhel, 
a fisbiiig station. 

When describing the Caspian (L. 225d). MosU'FrQ speaks 
of the Island of Ab&skun, and he says " this island is now

booome submerged by the risiog level of the waters/’ Now, 
in regard to this alleged oltange in the Oxus bed at the 
epooh of the Mongol lovasios, we have the oautemporary 
evidence of Ibn'Ol-Ailitr (xii, 267} that Ohanglus diilu 
in 617 (a.d. 1220) sent his armies c^aiast Bbwuriem, when, 
after a siege of live inontbe, Old Urgarj was etormed, and 
(be Oxos dykes which proteoled the city having been out, the 
whole oounlry was laid under water. The overflow appears 
to have drained oB to the south-west, following a line 
of depression to the Oueplani for there is the evideooe 
of Yakut (iv, 670), a oontemporary of these events, who 
describes Mankishlnghos a strongly fortihod castle "standing 
on the shore of the Ses of Tubaristan (i.e. the Caspian), into 
which the Jay bun cow flows.” 

Id the work of Abru, composed in 820 (1417 a.d.) 
under the patronage of Shibrukb, the aoc and euocessor of 
Timur —and Hnflf Abru must himself have been well 
acquainted with the geography of these countries from 
personal knowledge—we flod the statement that the Jay bun, 
" which of old flowed into the Lake of Chwarism (the Aral), 
having made itself a uew bed, now flows out to the Ba^r* 
Sbisar (the Cospiau) at Kurlavud or KurlSvu, otherwiso 
called Akranobah, by wbioh cause the Aral Sea has come 
to disappear” (British Museum Manuscript, Or. 1,677, 
/oHo 326). And again, in the psrsgruph ca the Aral Sea 
in the samo MS. (/b/ffi 276), ho euya that, wLilo formerly 
(he Jsyhuo bad flowed Into the Aruli *'now, namely in the 
year S20, tbie eea no more exists, for the Jayhun bae made 
a new bed to itself, and flows out iuto the Caspian.” 

Pioally, to complete the ovideaco on the double shifting 
of the Ozue bed, we have the account by Abu-l-Ghiiel, 
a native prinoa of the Urganj region, who etates that some 
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thirty ye&ra before a.H. 1014, the date of his birth, which 
places (be change in about A.b. 1675, the Oxus made itself 
sgaii) a new ohaimet, and turning off at Kani'trigliur-Tniciy 
below Kkiast-Uitmruhst, made its wny to Tuk Kal^ahsj and 
thenoe out directly to the Aral Sea, thus changing the lands 
between Urgartj and the Coepian into a deaort for look of 
water. And in uiother passage he describes bow in fomer 
timos, namely, among the evoaU of the yoore from 16^0 
to 1630 A A., all the wuy fi^om Urgon], by Plshgtih and 
Jfjin Kiehit, to Uigburoluikand Ahnikhan on the Caspian, 
tbciw were cultivated Holds and Tineyards alo ng whut was 
atill, when he wrote, the but half dessfeated bed of the Oxue. 
(French translation by Baron Desinuiaons of the iTtstory of 
the iTonffoh and Iho Ta)im% by Abud Qhiial Khan, to ], i, 
pp. 291 and 812, and Text in toI. ii, p^. 207 and 291, 
St. Petersburg, 1871,) 

In regard to Eiiwnrism, now generally oallod Ehivab, 
which is the Delta laud of the Oxua, it will be found that 
among (be Itinera rise Muatawfi g^vea two (Routes xiTsnd 
xix) leading aoiosa the deaert to Urgunj, one from Ifaiuvab 
(Kiail ArvAt), the other from Great Marr, EhwCiizm woe 
at so time counted as of Iran, but, as noticed in the Table 
of Contents of the Nut/iot, a short aoolion is deroted to tbia 
Province in Port IV of the Third Book, treating of Foreign 
X*anda, which maybe euromurixed in the following concluding 
paragreph. Unfortunately, the names of towns as glvea 
in the hLSS. and in the Lithographed text (L. 234^) are 
eziremsly corrupt, and, indeed, do not serve to clear up the 
many queries io regard to the nuenes of stages in the two 
Koutes which lead to Urganj. 

Hamd-Allah begins by sialiag that at the time when he 
wrote the capital city of the country was Urgenj, which, 
however, was then more generally known as ShwHrizm 
(properly the same of tbe whole province). Formoi ly, he 
^de, the capital mty was Fll, but thu government was 
shifted firet to Manfursh and then to Urganj. The oity 
of Euth bad iu former times (he aaye) been known as 
Inrjuaiyah (this, however, is uudoubtodly a mistake), and 
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bo ihea aainee & Dumber of tbe more iraportflot (owoe, 
among Tvbtoli are Ilauraep, Baigbau, and UadmiQljab, 
wUlt man 7 others ^bose Bamee it is imposaibU to identify, 
fiuully lihivah, a atnall provinoial town (^fjpifhah) whloh 
bad recently l>eea (he abode of the Shay kb btajm-ad^Din 
Kubri. We tbue lesm that already in the fourteentb 
century a.d. Ehivub woe rising to imporlaaco; it is 
merely meu^oned in the liet of Cowoe by the earlier Arab 
geographers, but ^kut, writing a oentury before the time

Uoder the 
spelling Sblva^ the town and its governor are monlioned 
by 'All of Yosd, and (his vae the soeiie of one of the early 
adventuree in the life of Timur, who at a later period CHueed 
its walle Co be carefully rebuilt {^ar N&mah, i, G3, 449).

Hie monntaiuoua region lying aloug tbe south coast of the 
Caspian, towards tbe east, was called Taborietdn in ibe early 
middle ages, ^har having the signlhcaCion of 'mountain’ 
in the local dialect, whence Tabarist^ would have had the 
meaning of 'the hfonntain Country.' Thia name, however, 
abont the time of the Mongol conqneet, gave place to that 
of Musondarun; tbo new province being taken to include 
tTuridl on the east, which formerly had been reckoned as 
a aeparatd district and not included in (he older Tabarislan. 
Mueandaran is divided by MusCawh into seven districts, 
namely, du>jan, Muruslulc (with varlante Murdislan, etc.; 
tbe Ji/idn Jfumi, p. 83d, hoe Hol’d'Mur uetak), Aetsrubad, 
Amul with Buelamdur, Dibistiio, Bughod, and SiySh Kasidu 
(other variants of thie last in the M^dS. being Wasbao, Sitan, 
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SirisiSn, and in ihd JihAn S&stan). Of tliaie saves, 
tka positions of tbrae, namslf, of MurustSk, of Rtigbad, and 
of 8(yah Bastun, oro ei^tirely unknown, and Chess naneo 
01*0 sot apparaociy isentionad by any other g:eograpbor. 

In bis Appendix os tbs Rivers Mustowfi notss that the 
disCriot of Jurjiin wiu watoi’od by tvo riTors, namely, by 
the lowor part of tho A.b>i'ACrak (L. 212a), which hsA ita 
aprmga soar Rhabuslian and in the faraous plain of Niau 
(sow Darriili'Oos) of Jlhumeus; and next by the Jut^uu 
river (L. 218u), os wLioh stood the city of Jurjao; both the 
JurJiLQ river aod tho Atrak flowing out to the Caapioa 
with in the Juijun lerrifiory. Jurjan City in the time of 
Mu8faw£ was a ruin, Asterulud being the capital of the 
district. Jlibislho lay on tiie sorCbern frosberj the ruins 
of it are probably tlioso oow ksows aa Mashhodn-lfiariyln, 
and it was the oatpost against tbe Turks aod Surds on the 
road to Sliwariam, 

Ainul has always been the capiul of ^obanBlan, and 
Ruatamdir is tbe district already noticed in Chapter 2 as 
lying along tbe bank of tbe BbSbriid which as Rudlnr was 
counted os of Tersian *Iruk. According io tbe 2futf/a6 
Rugbad (Bu'ad in tbe Numd, p. 341) was s medium- 
sized town, being also the same of the surrounding district; 
tbe site is nnkaovra, but it lay presumably in Tabaristan, 
among tbe raoimtuioe overlooking the Caspian. The oily of 
Sari ia still a flourishing plaoe, and its diatrlcl was that 
which Uuslawfi names Rabud JSmob, while N!m-hfurdaa 
(neitber name being menCloaed by tho Arab geographers, 
though both are copied into the JUiiM N'umi, p. 34L) was 
a populous island or penioaiJa, with Sbahrabad for chief 
town, at the south-eastern angle of the Caspian, presumably 
now represented hr the tongue of land forming the ucrchorn 
limit of AstarSbud Bay. As of taharisTan, Mustawfi mentions 
the mountains called Kuh Tarik and £ub Raram, or Hajam 
(L. 206r, S07a), where marvel loos caves and wondrous sights 
were to be seen, but the position of neither mcaotain ia pvoh, 
and these names do not appear on our present maps.

most of the towns mentioned by Mustswd siill are found, but 
now included in £burasnn, for ae a ssparute provinoe Ipimis 
no longer exiaU, and Che iibme even is gone oat of uso. lu 
the vicinity of DUmgliun woe a mountain called Kuh>i>Zar— 
'Gold Moustainwhere minea of the precious metal were 
worked (L. ^Oiq), and Bamgbun itself is still an important 
city, KbuTflr [1] is the town now oolled A;adua, but the 
dietrict round is known under the old name, and SUavur 
or Arudun, called EhuvSr of Ray or Mshallah-i'Bngh, is on 
the great eastern high road from Ray into Eburueuu (eoe 
Route ix}.

Oilant or the Jjlunul Frovinco, was bockod by tbs cqoud- 
tsiua of Da^m, and lay on the aliore oi the Oospion at ths 
mouth of t!)a river Su£id»rCd. lafahbaJ, or Is{>&bbid» os is 
well known* wus the name given to the semi-in dependent 
govornors of this province under the SasBaniaii kings, end 
the lapuhbide omilinned to rule ss priooes under (he early 
Caliphs; tho oity of Ispahhudfin is mentioned by TuHt 
(i, 208) as lying two miles from the eea*shoro*batappsr 60 t]j 
DO trace of it now remoltiB. Id the time of hfustawfi, how¬ 
ever, Xff&hbad was a medium-sLssd town surrounded by 
a distrlot with nearly a hundred viUiigas, ood ita revenues 
amounted to 29,000 dloara, or about £7,000. TuUm is 
now the seme of a dietriot lying west of Bosbt, the town 
of Tulim [ 1 ] having preeumably gone to niio, both thie 
and the town of TamTjiin (or Taymjaii) having disappeared 
from the map. hfustawfi is one of the £rst authoritlee to 
mentioQ lUshb,' oow the chief town of GDdo, and it was 
already in his day ininous for its silk staffs.

The placsa along the route have been for the moot part 
noticed in Ohuptars 12 and 13. TushkQ beyond Forg is 
mentioned by Dupr^ {Fai/afftt an Pant, ii, 489 ); the MSS. 
give Tashir, Casblii, ShalG, with many other readings; but 
Tuiliku is doubtless the true vereioo. Tuur, ihe port on 
the Persian Gulf, whence the crossing is mode to Hurmue 
Island, is given ee Dusar, Lawhar, and LuvTlIr in the various 
MSS, It must occupyi more or less, the position of the 
harbour niimed Sti&hru by Istiikbii (p. 170) and Surq or 
Saru by Ibn Huwkol fp, 228), being identical with tbe later 
Gombroon, winch is written Gumru by Hujji Ehalfah (cTi^dn 
Jf'wud, p. 260) ; and this lost is goAoraUy bald to have been 
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ft corruptioo of Qumruk, the Turkiftb oeme for 'Ciutom* 
bouse’ (from the Greek kov^upkI), wbiob o&me iflto commoa 
nee eJl orer the But.

Qiset 
Sdbik woe a oity of eotne importenoe in the middle ages, 
where tbe road from Persepolie to EirmuTi'—ftloog the 
northern ehore of Lake Bekhtignn by AlMidah City—joined 
the route here givaD oommg from Shiraz. For the resdlng 
Sbebr Chublk (Great SShik of the Arabs) Dearly all of the 
HSS. give Shabr Ai£beg» nbioh possibly may have been 
the same of this piece in the fourteenth oentury, though 
apparently not so given by any other autikority. 

The uoit route needs no oomoentsry; it foUoiva the 
tkomenolature of tbe Arab geographers, and most of the 
plaoee named will be found ou tbe map, and hare been 
noticed in Chapter 12.

Tbew stages for the moat part are gWoo. in the Aiah 
itineraries, and in the reverse order thia ie the route followed 
hy Timur ^hea on bis march from 81iustar to EaVah Safid 
and Shires, &e given in the Z<ifai‘ Nimah (i, 600). Juvaym 
(marked 9oyua on the map) and EbuIlSr exist, also the 
ruine of Nawbanjaa or Nawbasdajan, which lost name the 
MSS. more often give as Biihaajan or Lahijdn, and in 
a variety of ether mistaken reodinge. This Kavbanjan, 
a eelebrated city throughout the middle ages, lies eomo 
twenty-five miles due north of the ruine of Shupiir, and was 
close to the famoue valley of Sba'b BavvSn. Our maps now 
show another IfawbanjAQ, a village ahont twenty .five ml (os 
distant due west of Shnpur; this place is not mencioned by 
the medisval gocgmphers, and the city of Nawbanjrin or 
Nawbasdajnn roust not be ooafoundsii with this modern 
village. EhabttdhSn, or Shwandao, was on the river of 
that name already mentionod in Obapter 12, and Qujnbadh 
MaUaghSn is donbcleea the modern Du Oamhadan (Two 
Domes), near which are seme extooeive raios. The 
remaining etcgM to Arrajau are difficult to identity, and 
the hiss, give a variety of readings. Eiehiah appears as 
Eieb or kl^Iish, Chawbah as Sifab or ^a'ighab, Jasrak aa 
Ehawrak or hfarzak; but the sane uncertainty is found 
in the oorreeponding Arab itineraries of Jbn Hswkal and 
Mukeddasi, and as noue of these naroee are now found on 
the map it is impossihle to get to any cerbaiuty in the matter. 

In conolueios, I have two correoliona of some ienportanoe 
to add, which have come to hand since the earlier portions of 
this paper were published. In the April number (p. 249) it

known to Hamd-Allab under tbe name of Shanjaat,” and 
it is added that the spelling of this name ia uocertam. 
Prof«»gar P. Horn, of Stiuasbuig, bos aioca writUo to ma 
that the true reading is ChicfMti (difering from Ehanjaat 
onij by a variation of the diaoritioal points), tbie baiog 
a modification of the aamo given to the Urmsynb Lake in 
the A vesta whore the ancient spelling ie Ohu^aiiff. Hence

' Hhanjaet.' 

The aaoond connection ie for the July number (p. 530), in 
the matter of the true site of Sjlrjun, the earlier of the two 
capitals of the Eirmdn province. In his recant work 7hn 
TAtfusofui Jfiifis iH whioli is reviewed on another page, 

Major P. Molesworth Sykea desoHbee (p. 431) the raine of 
a fortreas and town called !^'ab«i'5ang, covering a hill^top, 
which ie acne 6 niilea to the eastward of Sa'fdobddoD the 
road to Baft.
